LONDON, April 1.—Dr. Felix sarton’s 
airship, the trial of which was described fn 
a cable dispatch to the Post-Dispatch of 
last Sunday, has greatly impressed the 
British Government experts who witnesse:! 
it. To the Post-Dispatch correspon'ient Dr. 
Barton said to-day: , 

“IT have been requested by the authorities 
to prepare sketches and plans of my in- 
vention. The ship sailed 300 yards in the 
presence of Col. York of the Military Bal- 
looning Department at Wuvuoolwich, and 
would have sailed miles had i not brought 
it down. 

“The finished airship will cari:y a crew of 
eight men, ‘have a lifting power «f 4000 
pounds, measure 130 feet by 7), and hive a 
capacity of @,000 cubic feet of hydrogen. 
The vertical area will be 172% square fect. 
The ship's length will be 37!% feet -nd uepin 
10 feet, netting 2 feet, beam 12 feet. The 
dlameter of the wheels will be five feet and 
of the fan propeller 9 fee’. There are a 
conning tower, an engine 100m, stecring 
gear and bomb tube. 

“When you wish to rise you pull up the 
diaphragm, or inclined plane. in the fure 
part of the ship, start the propeller and 
you ascend. By lowering the asinuphragm 
you descend. 

““My recent tests were onlv with a model 
worked by clockwork, but my flnished ma- 
chine will be driven by an electric motor, 
at a speed of 120 miles an hour, and wou'4 
go from here to New York in about 30 
hours. ; 

“There is no reason why tne perfected 
airship should not cross the Atlantic. Full 
accommodation for supplies for the crew 
would be provided in the ear of the vessel, 
which, by a secret which I do not think I 
will yet reveal, is always kept on an even 
keel through the bottom of the car, 
“There are two bomb tubes, wiiich counl 
be used for dropping dynamite shells on 
an enemy. 

“My ship is to be const‘ucted under the 
supervision of the military au:horities, ana 
IT am confident that it will fulfill the con- 
ditions I have promised." 


BROBKLYN: MAN’S FATAL FAT. 


Ernst Schult Weighed 548 Pounds 
and Was Smothered to Death 
From Excessive Weight.

NDPW YORK, April 1.—Ernst Schult was 
Brooklyn's fat man. He would tell no one 
his weight, so this week when he was 
taken to & hospital to die he was weighed. 
The ecales registéred 548 pounds net. He 
gradually smothered from excessive weight. 
Schult was very sensitive and seldom 
went on the street. “‘When I die I want to 
be buried without any fuss,’ said he. “I 
do not want a crowd to look at my body. 
I wou!d like to be buried in the early morn- 
ing sO as to avold a crowd.” His wish was 
granted. 

“Fatty” was born in the Province of Han- 
over, Germany, 3 yeare ago. He was a 
sickly and puny child, but when 10 years 
of age he began to take on weight very 
rapidly. During the latter five years of his 
life he never slept In a bed. He would doze 
in a chair. He felt that if he lay at full 
length he would suffocate. 

During a warm spel] “Fatty” never came 
out of the cellar of the saloon where he 
was employed. He suffered terribly from 
the effects of the heat.

Gen. Otis Cables That MacArthur's 
Troops Are Resting at Malolos, 
While Scouting Partics Are 
Trying to Locate : 

Aguinaldo. 


MANILA, April 1.—The scene of active 
military operations has for the moment 
shifted from Malolos to the region just east 
of Manila. 

Gen. King this morning sent out a recon- 
noitering party of 12 companies of the 
North Dakota Regiment and a brisk en- 
gagement followed, during which seven 
Filipinos were killed. On «he American 
side a lieutenant and two privates were 
wounded. 

The plans of the rebels, if they have any, 
are conjectural. Considerable rebel forces 
have been collected along the fronts of 
Gen. Lawton and Gen. Hall, who are hold- 
ing che line from the waterworks to La- 
lonia. There is shooting nightly along 
this line, apparently for the purpose .of 
breaking the Americans’ sleep. 

Consequently Gen. Lawton has, detailed 
five sharpshooters from each company to 
attend to the rebels, and the Americans 
are p'‘cking off numbers of them. 

It is reported that the rebels, under P!l- 
lar, are concentrated at Cainta and Tay- 
tay. 

The American forces commanded by Gen. 
MacArthur, are resting at Malolos to-day. 
The men are in good condition, considering 
the fatigues of the campaign. 


HUNDREDS STARVING. 


Pitiable Condition of Native Womon 
and Children. 
SEATTLE, Wash., April 1--The Times 
prints a letter from a Washington volun- 
teer at Manila which was written wider 
date of Feb. 15, as follows: 
‘The native women and children in our 
neighborhood and beyond as well as the 
old men and sick, are absolutely starving 
to death. Their husbands and fathers have 
been killed, wounded, captured or driven 
back to Malolos; their houses burhel to 
th® ground with all their earthly posses- 
gtons and they are left with no means of 
They attempt to come into 
the American lines by thousands, but have 
to be returned back. We cannot feed 


them.”’

WASHINGTON I$ PLEASED. — 


Belief That the Fighting in the Phil- 
ippines Is About Over.

WASHINGTON, April 1L—The situation 
in the Philippines is said to be highly satis- 
factory to the Administration. The troops 
are resting quietly at Malolos and will push 
on to the interior of the country at the 
earliest opportunity. Dispatches have been 
received here from Gen. Otls, but nothing 
definite is ventured regarding the situation. 
Aguinaldo is desirous of obtaining terms of 
peace, but the only terms offered him are 
unconditional surrender. Gen, Otis has not 
advised the department regarding the nego- 
tilations in progress, but press. dispatches 
indicate that his last hope was based on a 
final stand at Malolos and that failing in 
that he desired a cessation of hostilities. 
Adjutant-General Corbin cabled Gen. Otis 
to-day that the graves of all men killed in 
the fighting around Manila should be care- 
fully marked, as it was the intention of 
the Secretary of War to have the remains 
brought to the United States at the earliest 
opportunity. Great care is being taken in

This Is Senator Hoar’s Views 
of the Filipino War. 


“BLOOD BE ON THEIR HEADS.” 


50 THE AGED STATESMAN 
SPEAKS OF IMPERIALISTS. 


Shall We in Seeking an Empire Throw 
Away the Chart and Compass of 
the Ship of State? 


BOSTON, Mass., April 1.—<A letter bearing 
the date of Few. 4 and signed by 100 or more 
of the most prominent men in and around 
this city, headed by ex-Gov. George 5S. 
Boutwell, commending the attitude in Con- 
gress of Senator Hoar and irviting him to 
address them at a future date, has been 
made public. Accompanying it is the let- 
ter of acknosledgment from Senator Hoar, 


in which he savs: 

“I do not think there is any reason per- 
sonal to me for holding such a public meet- 
ing. Undoubtedly there should be and there 
will be many puoblic meetings the country 
over to provect against trampling under 
foot the rights of a brave people struggiing 
for their liberties, the v.olations of the 
principles of our own Constitution and of 
the Declaration of ees ndence and the 
continuance by the American people in the 
costly and ruinous path which has brought 
other republics to ruin and shame, which 
will dishonor labor, place intolerable bur- 
dens upon agriculture and fasten upon the 
pee the shame of what President Mc- 
Kinley has so lately and so truthfully de- 
clared to be criminal naprecsen. But I 
think it will be wiser to have meetings of 
that character a little later rather than 
just now. We do not yet know whether the 
present war for the subjugation of the peo- 

le of the Philippines is to continue in- 

aay or whether there Is to be a speedy 
submission to the overwhelming power of 
the United States. If the war shal) short- 
ly be ended we shall then be able to dis- 
cuss the question of our national duty free 
from the disturbing influences which exist 
always when the country is at war. If, 
on the other hand, the war shall be lon 

and indefinitely continue, the people wi 

begin to feel the burden of increased debt 
and increased taxation, the loss of life and 
health of our youth and the derangement 
of trade and peaceful industry.” ~ 


After quoting some personal experiences 
growing out o 


his position, Senator Hoar 
says: 


\ 
“The blood of the slaughtered Filipinos, 
the blood and the wasted health and life of 
our own soldiers, is upon the ‘sheads of 
those who have undertaken to buy a peo- 
ple in the market like sheep or to treat 
them ag lawful prize and booty of war, to 
impose a government on them without their 
consent and to trample under foot not only 
the people of the Philippine Islands, but 
the principles upon which the American re- 
public itself rests.’’ 

Continuing, Genator Hoar refers to the 

ledges of the country toward Cuba and the 

resident's declaration that any other con- 
duct on our part would have’ been ‘“‘crim- 
ina] aggression.” He said: 

“The law of righteousness and justice, on 
which the great and free American people 
should act and in the end I am sure will 
act, depends not upon parallels of latitude 
and meridians of longitude or points of the 
compass. It is the same yesterday, to-day 
and forever. It is true now as when our fa- 
thers declared it in 1776 It is as binding 
upon William McKinley to-day as it was 
upon George Washington or Abraham Lin- 
coln.

DR. VAN DYKE ON DEMOCRACY 
AND CULTURE. 


—_——_--- 


IGNORANCE CAUSES ALARM. 


Democracy in the Hands of the Ignor- 
ant Soon Transforms Itself 
Into Tyranny. 


CHICAGO. IIL, April 1—Rev. Henry Van 
Dyke, D. D., LL. D., addressed the students 
of the University of Chicago this evening 
on “Democracy and Culture.” Dr. Van 
Dyke said: 

“By dem cra ty we mean not a fixe-l thecry 
of the state nor a particular form of gov- 
ernment. We mean a tendency, a spirit, a 
current of ideas and aspirations. It is @ 
sense not of the actual equality of all men 


as a fact, but of their potential equality «es 
a hope. It is the endeavor to realize this 
hope, not by the concentration of power 
in the hands of a few, but by the diffusion 
of power in the hands of the many. These, 
it seems to me, are some of the notes of 
true democracy, as we see it working out 
its salvation with fear and trembling in our 
own country. Now as regards this fear ahd 
trembling, let us acknowledge frankly that 
they are not without reason, whi.e at the 
same time we maintain that they are per- 
fectly consistent with the mos: firm and 
loyal faith. We believe that democracy is 
right, that it will triumph in_the end, that 
the magnificent experiment which is now in 
progress in our country will resul, in a 
splendid success. But we are not uncon- 
scious of certain inconveniences which at- 
tend the experimental stage; nor can we 
be too careful of certain dangers which 
threatened to delay our national advance, 
and possibly to ivert it from its true 
course so widely that we may be forced into 
one of those periods of reaction by which a 
nation that has too hastily followed a faisc 
lead returuis Npon ite course in order to Ket 
a fresh start. 

‘But in our mz.terial prosperity, our rapid 
advance in mechanical inventions and the 
arts of life, the wide diffusion of what the 
oid divines called creature comforts and 
in the consequent good humor and self- 
complacency which prevai] among the dif- 
ferent claueees of society, lies one of our 
greatest perils. We are in danger of mak- 
ing too much of these things and imagin- 
ing that there is something permanent ana 
stable about them. We are inclined to in- 
troduce ‘I believe in machinery’ as an 
article of our creed and to suppose that 
an American has only to present himseif 
before the Judge of the Universe with a 
new kind of a sewing machine, or an im- 
roved telephone or a rapid-fire gun, to 
be crowned at once with glory. and re- 
ceived into the Kingdom of Heaven. We 
are tempted to rel vpon our physical 
prosperity, our wealth, our industrial ad- 
vance, as a pledge of security, and to 
adopt a policy of letting the more impor- 
tant things take care of themselves. 

“Thus it comes to pass that tone of airy 
carelessness pervades our political life. 
Large powers are suffered to fall into the 
hands of smali and incompetent men. Our 
city governments spea™ with various 
brogues. We receive without discrimina- 
tion, and almost without thought, the mis- 
cellaneous hordes of immigrants who are 
poured upon our shores. ur national dl- 
gestion is powerful, 
at which it mav 
serious question whether the signs, of po- 
litical and social dyspepsia are not already 
apparent. A democracy falling into the 
hands of those who do not understand 
what it means, nor at heart believe in it, 
swiftly transforms itself into a tyrant, or 
into anarchy. A republic must have moral 
and intellectual foundations. The corner- 
stone of democracy is culture. Culture 
must begin and continue with a fine dis- 
regard of pecuniary returne. It must be 
catholic, genial, disinterested. Ite object is 
to make the shoemaker go beyond his last 
and the clerk beyond his desk and the sur- 
veyor beyond his chain and the lawyer be- 
yond his brief and the doctor beyond his 
prescription and the preacher beyond his 
sermon. 

“What we need at present is not new 
colleges with a power of conferring de- 
ees, but more power in the ex.sting col- 
eges to make men. To this end let them 
have a richer endowment, a fuller equip- 
ment, but, above all, a revival of the cre- 
ative ideal. And let everything be done to 
bring together the high school, the normal 
school, the grammar school, the primary 
school and the little red schoolhouse school, 
the harmony of this ideal. The university 
shall e6till stand in-the place of honor, if 
you will, but only because it bears the clear- 
est and most steadfast witness that the 
end of culture is to create men who can 
pee clearly, imagine nobly and think stead- 
y. 
“The salvation of Democracy lies in the 
possession of such men. Popular discontent 
comes chiefly from want of power to see 
the beauty and interest of life, of the world, 
of the simplest things in their natural 
charm. Nature lovers are seldom mob /ead- 
ers. Class hatred, the arrogance of .the 
newly rich, the stupid, blundering cruelties 
of those who grind the faces of the poor, 
arise where the faculty of imaginative sym- 
pathy has been smothered in the atmos- 
phere of commercialism. Political manias 
and financial lunacies and soc:al hydropho- 
bias are the result of a pupular craving for 
swift action without the trouble of steady 
thought. 

“The forces that aggravate these evils 
are many. The yellow journale that dis- 
seminate general misinformation with ab- 
surd comment; the corporations that deal 
with men as if: eo f were wheels in a ma- 
chine; the political bosses who capitalize 
their control of votes and sell the stock to 
the highest bidder; the labor agitators who 
promote industry by stopping work; all per-

“Against these forces of ostruction there 
is but one safeguard; and that is the in- 
fluence which men of true culture may 
have, and ought to have. in the republic 
What a glorious time is this for such men 
to make their influence felt In the service 
of their country. We have advanced along 
the pathway of industrial prosperity -and 
military triumph to an eminence of wealth 
and power where the real character of the 
republic must be put to the test before 
the eves of an attentive world. How will 
America meet her crisis of success? With 
fatuous self-confidence? Or with sober 
courage? It may be that the great re- 
— has at last won the long-coveted and 
oasted power to ‘whip all creation."’ But 
that is not the chief question of to-day. 
The chief question is, has’ she kept the 
power te conquer and rule and guide her- 
self’ 

“I do not enter now upon the contro- 
versy between opposing policies: the con- 
tinental policy under which we have hith- 
erto prospered, and the colonial policy 
under whicn it is proposed henceforth te 
proceed. But this I sal. The present is no 
time to follow destiny blindfold. The 
present is no _ time to discourage sober 
thought, to stifle free discussion or to ap- 
peal to the passion and prejudice of the 
multitude. he people of America will 
have what they want. There is probably 
no power on earth that can resist them. 
All the more reason why they should have 
time and light to see what they really 
want, to imagine vividly what it will mean 
when they get it, and to think: soberly 
what it will Involve for. generations yet 
unbern. 

“I believe that democracy as it is em- 
bodied in this republic is, next to the

session of mankind. I believe that it can 
be preserved only under the light and lead- 
ing of true culture, which makes the dema- 
gogue ridiculous, the anarchist loathsome, 
the plutocrat impotent, and the autocrat 
impossible.

He was awakened by his 
dog barking in his face and immediatcly 
detaching the note from the dog’s coliar 
he opened it and read the words: ‘Mother 
is dead” 

This was not the first message of death

Qdmiral Kautz’s Cablegram Shows 
That the Situation at Apia Was: 
Graver Than Supposed 
at Washington. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Allen to-day received 
from Rear Admiral Kautz a telegram dated 
et New Castle, N. 8. W., March 30, giving 
official information relative to the recent 
bombardment of rebel villages in Samoa. 
The telegram was forwarded to the State 
Department. 

The telegtam reads as follows: 

“Mataafa people obeyed orders to leave 
Sovernment reservations. Since then have 
become aggressive, killing Private Hollo- 
Way and three British sailors. Our man 
killed guarding American consulate. Ger- 
man Consul General issued incendiary 
proclamation saying that my proclamation 
‘Was untrue and he should uphold pro- 
visional government. The [Dritish forces 
act in concert with the United States, 
shelling rebels where (they) can be 
reached.” 

A copy of the dispatch was sent to the 
German Ambassador. 

While officials have had reasons to be- 
lieve that the German Consul had been in 
@ measure responsible for the trouble 
caused by the Mataafaites, yet.they were 
not fuliy prepared for the startling in- 
formation this message brought. The 
charges made against the German Consul 
General are of the gravest character, and 
throw upon him a great weight of respon- 
sibility for the rebellious, actions of the 
provisional government leaders which 
forced a bombardment. 

Aside from exciting the Mataafa people, 

Herr Rose stated that Admiral Kautz had 
issued a proclamation which contained 
falsehoods. This is of itself a serious of- 
fonse on the part of an official. Had the 
telegram been received 2 hours earlier, 
the Samoan situation would have assumed 
@ most serious aspect, but the agreement 
that has been reached within that period 
relieves the embarrassment that would 
have been occasioned& The agreement to 
the appointment of a joint high commis- 
sion, entered into by the three govern- 
ments, shows a disposition on the part of 
Germany to satisfactorily adjust ‘ajl aiffi- 
culties growing out of the government of 
Samoa under the Berlin Treaty, and action 
is not now deemed necessary that might 
have otherwise been demanded in view of 
the information furnished by Admira!

WASHINGTON, April 1—To-day’s treas- 
ury statement shows: Available cash 
balance, $284,043,163. Gold reserve, $245,- 
412,706. 


WASHINGTON, April l—The monthly 
statement of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency shows the total circulation of na- 
tlonal bank notes on March 31, 1899, was 
$243,062,317, an increase for) the year of 
$16,654,298, and an increase for the month 
of $149,960. 

The circtlation based on United States 
bonds amounted to $209,925,898, an increase 
for the year of $18,314,389, and a decrease 
for the month of $1,229,02%. The circula- 
tion secured by lawful money amounted to 
$33,126,328, an increase for the year of $389,- 
909 increase for the month of 
$1,378, The amount of United States 
registered bonds on deposit to secure Cir- 
culating notes was $234,433,890, and to se 
cure public deposits, $73,134,740. 


WASHINGTON, April 1—The monthly 
comparative statement of the government 
receipts and expenditures shows that the 
total receipts for March were $67,080,239, an 
increase as compared with March, 1898, of 
about $24,000,000. The expenditures are 
shown to have been $42,978,571, which leavés 
a surplus for the month of $14,062,000. The 
eceipts, however, include a payment of 
fi, 314 made on account of the Central 
acific Railroad, exclusive of which the 
receipts exceeds the expenditures by 
receipts from customs during March

the nine months of the fiscal year were

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The quarterly 
statements of the value of standard coins 
of the world showe that since Jan. 1, 1899, 
the value of silver has decreased from 
$0.60649 per ounce to $0.60017, and the value 
of the coins has decreased accordingly. 


WASHINGTON. April 1.—The~ monthly 
statement of the Director of the Mint shows 
the total coinage during March was $14,- 
572.078, of which $12,176,715 was silver, $2,- 
346,556 gold and $48,801 minor coins. The coin- 
age of standard silver dollars during the 
month amounted to $1,900,301. 


WASHINGTON, April 1—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that 
at the close of business March 31 the debt, 
less cash in the Treasury, amounted to §$1,- 
149,505.568, which is a decfease during the 
month of $8,398,828. This decrease is ac- 
counted for by the net Increase in the cash 
on hand. The debt is recapitulated as fol- 


lows: 

Interest bearing debts, $1,045,775,290; debt 
on which interest has ceased since ma- 
turity, $1,219,420; debt bearing no interest, 
$386,554,016; total, $1,433,548,726. This amount, 
however, does not include $555,003,613 in cer- 
tificates and treasury notes outstanding 
which are offset by an equal amount of 
cash in the treasury. The cash in the treag- 
ury is classified as follows: 

Gold, $278,306,355; silver, $506,376,981; paper, 
$45,861,617; bonds, deporits in national bank 
depositories, disbursing officers’ balances, 
etc., $89,017,182; total, $919,542,087, against 
which there are demand liabilities outstand- 
ing amounting to $635.518,924, which leaves a 
net cash balance of $284.043,163. 


RANKS THE SUPREME COURT. 


No Appeal From a Decision of an In. 
ternational Arbitration. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—Solicitor Pen- 
fleld of the State Department has been 
studying the decision of the Court of Cas- 


sation, at Rome, delivered Feb. 4, in the 
case of Isaac and Samuel vs. Ernesto Cer- 
ruti. The result of that case has hereto- 
fore been given, but Mr. Penfield has 
found in it an interesting point in inter- 
national law. 

The court holds emphatically that no 
court of a nation can set aside the de- 
cision of an international arbitration. An 
agreement by nations is higher than that 
of any international court. The Court of 
Cassation decides that. the award pro- 
nounced by a court of arbitration is a 
law in itself, and excludes the provisions 
of the international laws of the two States 
who effected the compromise from appeal. 
Hence, the rules of pr‘vate right cannot 
be applied to tnternational treaties. The 
amounts aw ed and fixed must stand, 
and no matter how much aggrieved either 
party may be, or the private party party in 
interest,. no court of either State can 
change the decision of the Internationa! 
tribunal. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
never passed upon any such question, as 
there never has been an appeal from in- 
ternational award to the courts of this 
country,

Trimble, EB. lL. Martin and Robert Gillham 
were appointed receivers of the Pittsburg 
& Gulf Railway system late last night by 
Judge James Gibson of the County Circuit 
Court on application of Charles A. Grannis 
and other stockholders and creditors of the 


road. 
It is declared that the receivership is 


purely a friendly one in the interest of the 
pending reorganization plan. The receivers 
named are now officers of the road and 
supporters of President Stillwell in all his 
plans. 

Mr. Grannis, who gives his residence as 
New Haven, Conn., is a heavy stockholder 
and the move taken so late to-night was 
to forestall certain minor stockholders in 
the East who were prepared to enter the 
courts and ask for a receivership. Trimble 
ie present counsel for the road, Martin is 
vice-president and Gillham general man- 
acer. 

The only lines affected by the receivership 
are those south of the Missouri River. The 
operation of the road will not be interfered 
with. 

The interest due to-day amounted to 
$575,000, and it could not be mat. When this 
fact became known a movement was in- 


augurated to secure the appointment of a 
receiver who would be specially | friendly 
to the BDastern interests of the road. his 
move was checkmated by the preparations 
of the papers for the appointment of loca}? 
receivers. “ 

Judge Gibson was applied 
night. The petition for the appointment 
of uw receiver was signed by Charles A. 
Braiey, E. F. Silver and John A. Eaton 
of the law firm of Trimble & Braley. The 
outstanding debt of the system is $23,000,- 
00) of bonds. The interest due to-day 
amounted to $575,000. The equipment of 
the system amounts to $40,000 or $50,000 per 
month, which consumes the earnings and 
diverts them from the interest fund. 

The receivership does hot involve any in- 
terest of the Port Arthur system other 
than the main line of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg & Gulf Railroad.

The new regulations give four- 
teen practices in the year, or more than 
one a month. 

“The range employed in practice average 
between 800 yards for the small guns and 
3000 yards for the large. The speed of the 
ship must exceed eight knots. On two 
occasions in each ee the ship must be 
prepared as if for battle and all the men 
must :be at their battle stations. Two 
prizes. one of £1 and one of i2, may be 
awarded for é¢very twenty-five me 
take part in the practice.

“Of late seevral sdmirals have set a most 
praiseworthy example in !tmproving our 
gunnery. Admiral Harris, for inatance. has 
issued an order that target practice shall 
be carried out in his presence, and that no 
amount of smartness shall compensate for 
bad shooting. This is the ideal method. 

“Admiral Rawson, in the Channel Squad- 
ron, is also paying great attention to thi« 
point, and all that we know of Sir John 
Hlopkins in the Mediterranean or Sir E. Sey- 
mour in China leads us to think that they 
will do the same, now attention has been 
called to the matter.

In 1896 Secretary M. N. Macfarlan changed 
the distance of the stake to a mile and a 
sixteenth, and brought it more prominently 
before the pubiic: Buck Massie, ridden by 
Thorpe, was first, with Maurice (Perkins) 
Hey del Mar finished third, there 
being only three starters. The time was 
1:%% and the value $1455. Buck Massie 
was the recently deceased Hanover, 

In 1897 tle tie:d was the largest that ever 
started in the classic event, with the ex- 
ception of the 1898 handicap. Clem Creve- 
ling’sa Ulysses fooled the talent and won, 
beating teadowtherpe. Laureate, Honor, 
Paul Kauvar and Souffle, who finished in 
the order named. The time was 1:49%, and 
value, $1525. 

Salvable’s defeat of Ornament last 
1898, will be well remembered. The

THEIR LOVE LETTERS WERE 
READ IN THE COURT. 


‘She Was Hysterical on the Witness 
Stand at Indianapolis, but 
Successful in Resist- 
ing Divorce.

Mr. H. Hirschberg and daughter, Mrs. 
Sadie Meidner, of 5744 Clemens avenue, 
were in Indianapolis yesterday, accom- 
panied by Attorney C. H. Krum. They were 
there to defend a divorce suit brought by 
Louls E. Meidner and were successful in 
having the case thrown out of court. 


in St. Louls and his daughter was at one 

time quite a favorite in Jewish society. 
Concerning the testimony introduced at 

Indianapolis and the court’s ruling a spec- 


jal dispatch from that city says: 

The case was tried in the Superior 
Court where three judges devote every Sat- 
urday to hearing divorce proceedings. 
Meidner’s case attracted more attention 
than any on the docket because of Mrs. 
Meidner who is young, pretty and was 
richly dressed. 

“Meidner is a salesman for a New York 
wholesale house and claimed Indianapolis 
as his home. The wife denied that: he 
lived here and urged that he had no stand- 
ing in the local courts. 

“In his testimony Meidner said his wife 
abandoned him and has been living with 
her parents at St. Louis because he could 
not dress her as well as she had been ac- 
customed to before their marriage. He 
charged her with cruel treatment, betause 
she took from a mantle a picture of his 
first wife, and throwing it on the /floor, 
Stamped it with her foot. He said he and 
the second Mrs. Meidner had been lovers 
for 1l years before their marriage, but met 
opposition from her parents and brothers. 

e married another and after the death of 
his first wife, learned that Miss Hirsch- 
berg was keeping house for a brother in 
New York. e began corresponding with 
her and their engagement followed. They 
were married in New York, he said, and 
he left that city four hours after the cere- 
mony, to avold being killed by her brother. 

“The letters written by him during the 
courtship were read in court. They were 
long and breathed fervid love in almost 
every line. Others written after the mar- 
riage informed Mrs. Meidner that she was 
‘stupid, ‘awkward,’ ‘poor of speech’ and 
that Meidner did not like her ‘Jewish man- 
ners.’ They lived at Allegheny City for a 
time before the separation. The wife 
denied all the charges of cruelty and aban- 
donment made by Meldner. 

“During the testimony Meidner said after 
his first attempt to marry Sadie Hirsch- 
berg had failed, he plunged into a career 
of dissipation and awoke to find himself 
married to another. After the death of 
wife No. 1, he said his letters had awak- 
ened the affections of his earlier sweet- 
heart, she became so enthusiastic over him 
that she threatened to commit suicide if 
she could not marry him. 1 as | had. not 
been married a week, he said, before she 
began spending his money faster than he 
could earn his salary of $1600 a year. 

“The real trouble, he testified, began 
when she found in his trunk a bundle of 
letters signed by ‘Eva,’ his first wife. He 
said she claimed they were from living 
rivals. 

‘The question of Meidner’s place of resi- 
dence was the most prominent in deciding 
the case, as the Indiana law requires a two 
years’ residence within the State before a 
divorce can be applied for. While Meidner 
contended that Indianapolis was his home, 
his wife said that that had never been hér 
understanding and that his letters to her 
since their separation had been sent from 
Allegheny City. The granting of the divorce 
was vigorously resisted by Mrs. Meidner’s 
attorney.”

Hali Ad- 
ali was surely angry. 

Added to his “hbismallahs,” which is as 

warm a Turkish curse as any true son of 
Mahomet would think of hurling even at a 
Christian dog, were the ravings of Adali's 
Turkish manager, the Gaelic imprecations 
of “Farmer” Burns and Tom Cannon, the 
professional wrestlers who were booked for

When he left the Coli- 
seum he said he was going to Chicago to 
confer with Mr. Houseman.

Houseman. who dispatched his string of 
wrestlers in charge of Mr. Lewis to St. 
Louis last Wednesday. Thev were much 
surprised on the‘r arrival here to find no 
advertising of the proposed carnival, but 
they did not think then they had come to 
St. Louis on a wild goose chase. Since 
Wednesday they have waited at the Laclede 
Hotel, wiring here, there and everywhere 
for traces of Mr. Bennett. When they went 
to the Coliseum last night it was not in ex- 
pectancy of finding Mr. Bennett, but rather 
to fill their part of the contract. 
Mr. Levis eaid last night that Mr. Ben- 
nett had entered into a contract with Mr. 
Houseman for the services of Hali Adali, 
and had deposited a forfeit. That amount 
of money, he said, was not large, and would 
zo but a little way toward paying the 
heavy expenses of the party to St. Louis 
and during their stay here.

One Question Asked at the Capital Is: 
On Whose Side Does William 
Joel Stone Stand in These 
Political Calculations?

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 1.—The de- 
layed visit of ex-Congressman A. M. Dock- 
ery to the capital, which is amhounced to 
take place this week, hae started the polit- 
ical gossips to work figuring out how the 
race for the Governorship will turn out, Mr. 
Dockery has been expected for two wecks, 
and his coming is looked upon as the begin- 
ning, even though it Is nearly two years in 
advance of the next State campaign. 

Somebody tr.ed to pump ex-Gov. Stone the 
other day about the prospects for the cam- 
paign. He replied that it was too soon to 
figure on it. It is too soon to figure on 


it with any degree of certainty, but there 
are straws that show the direction of the 
wind, and they are being eagerly grabbed 
at by the political prognosticators. 

It is easy to see, even at this early stage 
of the game, that the race ig to be the fleid 
against JYockery. Who will compose the 
fleld is not easy to say with accuracy, but 
there are several men in the State who 
would not decline the Democratic nomina- 
tion if it came to them in the right way. 
Dave Ball of Pike County, of course, is 
openly in the race. He has never quit run- 
ning since he ran against Stephens, but 
has been swinging around the circle, getting 
in condition for the next go-off. 

Attorney-General Crow is talked of a 
good deal as a possible candidate, and one 
that finds favor with a large class of Dem- 
ocrats. It is estimated, hdéwever, that he 
is training in the Governor class to give 
him a good start for a renomination to his 
present office. 

Congressman M. E. Benton of Newton 
County has not been mentioned prominent- 
ly, but he would be available as a dark 
horse or a compromise candidate. The 
Democracy, in its straits, may see fit to 
call upon Congressman Richard Bland to 
accept the nomination. 

One man whv has come to the front con- 
pony of late is Lieut.-Gov. Bolte. It 
-8 astonishing to hear the number of men 
n and out of the Legislature, who would 
be pleased to see Mr. Bolte nominated. 
They say he is a clean man, who has never 
figured as a “‘practical’’ politician, who is 
identified with no ring or faction, and is 
exceedingly strong with the German popu- 
lation. e is a German by descent, but 
that fact does not prevent him from find- 
ing favor with the striclly American class. 
He is a quiet man, affable, genial, and at 
the same time has a mind of his own. In 
the Legislature he is peculiarly popular, 
both In House and nate. It has been 
said that Dockery may have to reckon 
with Bolte yet. va 

The mention of these namesis merely for 
the purpose of showing tha’ there are oth- 
er men in the State aifes Mr. Dockery, 
whom the Democrats y nominate.

HERRMANN CASE APPEALED. 


Citizens Will Endeavor to Prosecute 
the Issue to Conclusion for 
Future Information. 


The friends of John P. Herrmann are 
dissatiefied with Judge Fitcraft's rul ng in 
refusing them a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the Board of Eiect.on Commissioners 
to place his name on the Citizens’ Good 
Government ticket as a candidate for the 
House of Delegates from the Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward.

fled on any grounds. 

They have retained Morton Jourdan to 
fight the case through the Appeliate Court, 
He took the first step yesterday afternoon 
toward perfecting an appeal to the St. Lous 
Court of Ap . He tiled a motion for «a 
new hearing, which will probably be 
upon within the next two weeks, If it is 
overruled he may then go into the Court 
of Appeals. 

The decision will be rendered too late to 
affect next Tuesday's election, but it will 
establish a precedent that will guide the 
lower courts in the future and il, at the 
same. time define the rights of independent 
voters with relation to the nomination of 
candidates. 

And that ie what the supporters of Mr. 
Herrmann want. They bay they are inde- 

ndent voters and do not etleve they will 

deprived of the right of hise by the 
Cc t for that reason. 

e application for the writ of mandamus 
against the Election Commiesioners was 
made last week. Judge Fiitcraft dismissed 
it on the ground that the Election Commis.

WILL OWN ITS OWN ROADS. 


Council Appoints a Commission to 
é Make the Purchase. 
DETROIT, Mich., March 1.—A long stride 
toward Detroit's ownership of the city’s 
street railways was taken this evening 
when the Common Council carried out the 


intent of the McLeod law providing for 
municipal ownership and operation of De- 
troit street rallwa 5 OE by adopting. a resolu- 
tion appointing Pingree, Carl E 
Schmidt and Hiliott G. Stevenson as the 
commission to buy and operate the roads 
for the city. This result was reached after 
a rather sharp two hours’ fight, and the 
resolution was adopted by a vote of 21 to 
ll. The members of the commission had 
previously announced that they would 
publicly notify the Council 
agreed upon before consummating a pur- 
chase, 

The matter was taken up at 4:30 p 
when a resolution was unanimously ate opt- 
ed requiring that he proposed commiss

The ferryboat Pierrepont was in mid- 
stream when the tug Argus, Capt. Atkins 
Paine of Malden, Mass,, struck her. She 
was so badly damaged that ft was with 
difficulty she reached her Brooklyn slip. 
The tug was uninjured. The Pierrepone 
was crowded with passéngers, probably 750, 
most of whom were women and children. 
So quick was the blow that not a person 
had a chance to reach the other side of the 
boat. The sharp prow of the tug pene- 
trated the side of the Pierrepont five feet 
forward of the entrance to the woman's 
cabin. As the timbers were rent men and 
women were thrown to the floor. 

In a moment all way confusion. Before 
the tug slipped away from the gash it had 
made nine persons had been injured and 


one thrown into the water. The horses at- 
tached to heavy drays were thrown down 


and almost stampeded. Above the din 
came the cries of the wounded, who 


crawled from the great rent through which 
the water poured. 

Several men, cooler than the other passen- 
gers, tore the life ae from their 
fastenings and hastily strapped them on 
the women and children. he ferryboat 
listed heavily to starboard and it was 
feared that her running gear had been 
damaged. In a few moments it was found 
that she could make her slip and the cap- 
tain, refusing assistance, continued on her 
course., The officers and deck hands as- 
sured the passengers that there was no 
further danger. The wounded were taken 
to the forward end of the women’s cabin, 
where their fellow passengers cared for 
them as best eg A could, 

As the tug pulled herself away from the 
Pierrepont, the cry went up that two young 
girls and a woman, who had been sitting 
in the back part of the women's cabin, 
had fallen into the water, through the 
gash made by the omen. There was a 
rush fur the port side and again the ferry- 
boat careen badly. A moment later a 
woman was. seen struggling in the water. 
He face was upturned, and in one hand 
she clapsed a rosary. 

“Save her! Save her!” shouted the crowd. 

A man, who had been foremost in plac- 
ing life preservers on the women, besought 
the Captain to lower a dory and rescue the 
woman, 

But it was not necessary. 

The cry of *“‘“Man overboard” had scarce- 
ly beén uttered before Capt. Paine of *the 
Argus had jammed his helm hard to star- 
board. 

The woman had gone down. 

The crowd on the ferryboat tried to 
designate the spot where the woman had 
last beer seen, and the tug slightly 
changed its course. It was probably not 
more than 930 seccnds before she camé to 
the surface. Capt. Paine ran his boat 
alongside, and one of his sailors attached 
a boat hook to the woman's dress and 
pulled her aboard. She was Emma Con- 
nors of Brooklyn. She was attended by a 
physician. He said that she had conges- 
tion of the lungs and would probably dle. 

Nothing was seen of the two girls, and it 
is not known definitely whether they were 
drowned, The. Captain of the tug was ar 
rested. He says the ferryboat gave the 
wrong signal, which is denied. —

BENEVOLENT ACTS OF THE WID- 
OW OF BARON HIRSCH. 


DIED IN PARIS SATURDAY. 


She Was a Remarkable Woman and 
Carried Out the Charities Be- 
gun by the Baron. 


PARIS, April 1—Baronfiess Hirsch, widow 
of the late Baron Hirsch, the Hebrew phi- 
lanthropist, is dead. 

The Baroness leaves several million 
pounds sterling, chiefly bequeathed to char- 
ities. 

Baron Hirsch left an estate of $25,000,000, 
much of which was bequeathed to charity 
and afterward dispensed by the Baroness. 
Millions have been spent in colonizing large 
bodies of Russian refugees in the United 
States and the Argentine Republic. 

A sad event occurred at the bedside of 
the sick Baroness on Wednesday, her s.ster, 
Mme. Goldschmidt, suffering an attack of 
paralysis in the room. 
Baroness Hirsch was 
able a personage as her 
many millions in her own right, she gave 
as freely of her wealth as of that left by 
her husband. She was a daughter of the 
late Bischofheim of Brussels, head of the 
great banking house of Bischofheim & 
Goldschmidt, that financed_the Erie Rail- 
Way reorganization in 1871.™ 

The Baroness, as a girl, was her father’s 
secretary, and ‘developed in that capacity 
the method and accuracy that chara ‘terized 
her entire after life. She married Baron 
Hirsch when 20 and was of great help to 
him in all his daring financial undertak:ngs 
as well as in his splendid philanthropic 
plans. Highly educated, she wrote and 
spoke German, English, French’and s8ev- 
eral other languages. 

The Hirsch establishment in Paris was 
managed with infinite care, the Baroness 
personally seeing to every detail. Not a 
social duty was ever neglected. Always 
ready to dispense! she guarded rigidly 
against waste. 

Her duties increased enormously after the 

Baron’s death. In 1889 the Baroness pro- 
mautented a plan for benevolent work in 
the United States. 
Mr. Oscar Strauss of New York was con- 
sulted by her as to methods of giving, but 
he declares that she had definite plans re- 
garding what she intended to do. Find ng 
that the Hirsch school in New York City 
was in a rented building she gave $150,000 to 
rear a house of its own. 

Commenting on the excellent work of the 
FAucational Alliance in New York she de- 
clared that the mortgage of $100,000 on its 
buildings must be hampering .t. She there- 
fore gave her check for that amount to the 
association. Especially did she desire to 
aid the working girls of New York City. A 
home for working girls was the outgrowth. 
she giving $200.0 for ground and builld.ngs 
and an annual income of $12,000. 

Having organized several similar homés 
in Belgium, Baroness Hirsch was familiar 
with every detail of the work. 

The candition of the Russian Hebrews in 
American cities especially appealed to the 
Baroness. She investigated the situation 
thoroughly and then informed the trustees 
of the Baron Hirsch Fund that she had 
placed at their disposal £1,00,000 for the per- 
manent relief of these peuple 

In all,“a careful estimate shows that the 
Baroness de Hirsch spent $1,300,000 'n Amer 
ica in charitable wo since her husband's 
death, three years ago, besides the annua, 
income of the fund of $2400 created by the 
Baron.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 1:—Attorney- 
General Davis, in reference to the suits 
against the insurance companies brought by 
him, makes the following statement: 

“These suits have been instituted in good 
faith, whether the law is repealed or not. 
It Is not only the fire insurance companies 
that I am after under the law, but many 
others. 1 waited to eee whether the Legis- 
lature would change the law and it was not 
until | saw the temper of the House that 
ihe proceedings were begun in the courts. 
These suits are to test the law and the 
Legisiature ought to play hands off. They 
were brought in downright earnest, If any 
of them tnink it is a buff we will take @ 
tilt at them for each day they have been 
uoing bus.ness eince the act became el- 
fective. 

They are in violation of the law for every 
day they have transacted business siace 
then. I don’t want to be captious, but if 
the insurance companies can’t do businets 
here without belonging & combinations, the 
sooner they quit tne better. I don’t th.nk 
a single eyllable of the iaw will be changed. 
lt is a good law and I think it ought to 
6tand, lt ig patterned yery much alter the 
KLontucky law. If my construction of' this 
law is not-right the courts can settle it. 
These sults cannot be tried until the next 
term of the Pulaski Circu.t Court in Sep- 
tember. Meanwhile, I will get the proof.”’ 

Not one life insurance policy has been 
Written in Little Rock this week. The anti- 
trust law, which went inio effect on March 
6, subjects an insurance company which is 
@ tnember of any board to fix rates, whether 
the board exists in Arkansas or any other 
State to a fine of $200 a day.. Up to Munday 
all the insurance agents have been do.ng 
business in violation of the law. Monday 
Attorney-General Davis notified each agent 
that he intended to bring euilt against the 
insurance companies that were do.ng busi- 
hess and connected with ‘the rate boards 
and warned the agents against further in- 
fraction of the law. 

Yesterday Attorney-General Davis filed 
his complaint against 30 companies, among 
which ure some of the most prominent in 
the world. The aggregate amount sued for 
is $315,000, and the Attormey-General, in his 
petition, asks the court to declare for- 
feited, void and of non-effect the corporate 
existence of each defendant and that each 
be debarred from further doing business in 
the State. 

lt is a.so0 provided that if any corporation 
be guilty of a violation of the law. beside 
loss of charter, it shall forfeit not less than 
$2), nor inore than $5000 for every offense, 
The plaintiff alleges that defendants, by 
becoming a Mmemoer of said combination, 
have becume liable to the plaintiff in the 
sum of $3000 each. 

When Attorney-General Davis was inter- 
Viewed on the matter, he said: 

“This is only the beginning, if I can find 
any more‘trusts. I did not make the law, 
Byure i ehaill ©%e that it is enforced.”

HAVANA, April 1.—Beguiled by myste- 
rious telegrams from Washington, the Mil- 
itary Assembly did not dissolve to-day, as 
the Americans and many Cubans had hoped 
and expected. The 2 members present were 
unwilling to vote for dissolution because 
they still believe in the ability of the As- 
sembly to raise a large loan with the help 
of the United States Government. 

The session opened with the tendering of 
the res.gnations of the membery of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, action on which was 
postponed until the next meeting. A.mo- 
tion was offered providing for the appoint- 
ment of a new Executive Committee to 

close up the affairs of the Assembly after 
its diasolution. 

A meeting was also made to concede mil- 
itary grades and insignia to the civil rep- 
restntatives of the Cubans in arms. Dur- 
ing the argument on the motion it appeared 
that the future payment of officers by @ 
possible Cuban Republic was being consid- 
ered and hence the matter of grade is .m- 
portant. Gen. Sanguilly favored paying 
Cuban Generals of to-day who have never 
seen a day's fighting, declaring that among 
the civillan members of the Cuban party 
there were the most devoted men he ever 
knew. The motion was finally carried. It 
means the admission to payment, accord- 
ing to conceded military grades, of many 
men who have not been recognized. before, 
if the day for the payment of officers ever 
comes. 

Gen. Andrade, president of the Assembly, 
read telegrams from Senors Hevia and Vi)l- 
lajon, the delegates sent to Washington by 
the Assembly to endeavor tto secure more 
money for the Cuban troops. The first 
telegram was as follows: 

“March 1—Andrade: 
at present. Hay received us officially. 
Transmits President to-day our request. 
Said would convey answer short time. Hay 

opines President will not authorize loan.

The second read:

was voted down. Then Sanguilly suggest- 
ed that the Assemb! should wait until 

Senors Villalon and Hevia returned and 

made a fuller report than was possibile 

by cable, 

During the discussion which followed it 
developed that at the last secret session 
of the Assembly, held on March 24, a ma- 
jority of the members favored immediate 
dissolution, but the minority insisted that 
they would not concur until a committee 
went to Washington and made a final ef- 
fort to obtain a larger sum than the $3,- 
000,000 offered by the United States for the 
payment for the troops. If the commit- 
tee reported unfavorably they said they 
would agree to vote to dissolve. to-day. 
The majority insieted that the minority ful- 
fill this compact, as the report of the com- 
mittee was unfavorable. 

Gen. Sanguilly then read the following’

RUSSIA’S SEASICK NAVY. 


Men Are Trained Like Soldiers and Not 
as Sailors. 
From London Answers. 
Any man who believes in the Russian 
navy should keep his eyes off the Russian 
blue-jacket. A real sailorman has fingers 


bent up like fishhooks, from the lifelong 
habit of gripping es. rhe Russian 
eelior carries his hands like a soldier, and 
can not saibly be “handy.” A sailor's gait 
agbore hae a slight roll. This arises from 
the need at sea of keeping up the windward 
side of.a rolling ship. And the rolling gait 
marks one of a eailor’s finest qualities— 
balance. Uniess the body poises and bal- 
ances to meet every motion of a ship the 
resuit is seasickness. 

* Now the Rueeian bluejacket does not roll 
in hie gait ashore, but marches, Neither 
has he any sense of balancing at sea, and 
eeasicokness in the Ruésian fleet is a source 
if actual weakness and danger. The Biack

CHILLICOTHE ATHLETE IN THE 
FIGHT OF HIS LIFE 


ANIMAL MET IN AN ALLEY. 


Just as Help Came the Young Maa 
Fell Unconscious, Bleeding From 
Twenty-Five Wounds, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., April 1.—For 10 min- 
utes last night Gene Miller, a prominent 
young society man and athlete of this city, 
had the fight of his life with a mad wolf. 
He had only his handes with which to de- 
fend himself from the infuriated animal; 
he was in a section of town generally de- 
serted at nightfall and confined in a narrow 
alley from which bis frantic cries for help 
scarcely reached the saunterers who finally 
came to his rescue. 

Miller to-day lies in bed covered with 
bandages from head to foot and with 23 
distinct wounds of the infurated animal's 
teeth on his body, beside innumerable 
scratches from its claws. The flesh of one 
thigh is almost torn from the bone, and 
there is much doubt of Milier’s recovery 
from the wounds, beside the added danger 
of pooutnie hydrophobia. 

The wolf was Miller’s pet, an animal of 
unusual size and for several months a 
notable curiosity of the city. Never before 
had it shown viciousness toward Miller 
Hiis control of the an.mal had always been 
considered remarkable and he fondied it

Instantly the wolf sprang at his master, 
striking him full in the breast, Fortunately, 
Miller withstood the force of the animal's 
jump and did not fall. Before he had full 
recovered from his surprise the wolf's teet 
were sunk deep into his shoulder, and then 
began his remarkable battle. 

+ There was no l.ght in the alley. Few per- 
sons ever passed that way at night. Not 
even a stick or stone was within reach 

and he had no opportunity to grasp a 
weapon, even if one had been at hand. 
Loudly shrieking for he)p, he sought to es- 
cape, but the wolf clung to him with ten- 
acity of a leech. Twice, thrice, a half 
dozen times he tore the animal from its 
yaa, but he could not kill it w.th his bare 
ands and he could not get by it to the one 
entrance to the alley. Again and again the 
wolf jumped on his master, each time in- 
fiicting horrible wounds, and still no foot- 
fall promised succor. : 

Torn and faint from pain and loss of 
blood, young Miller fought foot by fvut 
to the mouth of the alley. Then just as 
he fell at last before the force of another

Prediction Thatia Devastating Flood

SIOUX CITY, Io.. April 1—Predictions 
are freely made here that when the Mis- 
sourl opens it wili cause a flood as devas- 
tating as that of eight years ago. At that

Lord Cardinal of Frascati,” or “I accede 
to the Lord Dominic Mary,” Lord Cardinal 
of Tyre.’’ These accessions are placed in 
the chalice on the altar with the ceremonies 
of the scrutiny, but the oath is not resworn, 

Diection by accession is derived from a 
usage of the Senate of Antique Rome, 

If no one yet aitains the minimum ma- 
jority of two-thirds plus one—that is to say, 
87 votes—the conclave will retire from the 
Sixtine Chapel until the following day, and 
the ineffectual votes are burned. 

This procedure obtains day after day un- 
til all cliques are broken down, until all 
doub's have disappeared, until the Holy 
Spirit sends His light to lighten the minds 
of men that they may see the will of God 
and give it force. 

When at last a Pope has been elected 
three Apostolis Prothonotaries record the 
act of the conclave and all the Cardinais 
Sign and seal it. The Cardinal Dean de- 
mands the new Pope's consent to his own 
election and the new name by which he 
wishes to be known. (This custom of chang- 
ing his name arose with Pope Sergius L1L., 
whose own cognumen was unpresentable— 
Osporcl). 

Each Cardinal releases the cord of the 
canopy of his throne, which folds down. 
No one may remain covered in the pres- 
ence of the Pope. A new ring—the ring 
of the fisherman—is given to the Sovereign 
Pontiff.

Lord Cardinal Theodolphus Mertel and 
Lord Card.nal Louis Macchi—conduct -His

Very Intie manipulation ts in- 
deed necessary at the present time to excite 
an outside interest in the quarters of the 
market where it appears. It is only neces- 
sary that a stock ghould become active and 
advance a litile in order to attract buying 
orders from the hundreds of eager specula- 
tors crowding brokers’ offices. Every day in 
the stock market furnishes dozens of in- 
stances of this kind. This phase of the pre- 
valent speculative spirit makes intelligent 
analysis of tue daily movements in the stock 
market well night impossible. 

The most important features of the out- 
side situation were the high-rates for money 
on call, the steady rise inthe foreign ex- 
change market and the February state- 
ments ef the various lines making monthly 
returns. 

Thus far the latter have, without import- 
ant exceptions, reflect the extremely se- 
vere meteorogical conditions of the month 
as it had been commoniy expected would 
be the case.

PHILIPPINE WAR NOT INDORSED 
BY NEBRASEA’S GOVERNOR. 


HE REBUKES THE SENATE. 


Resolution Commending State Troops 
Incorporated Into a Bill Causes 
the Executive’s Veto. 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 1.—Gov. Poynter 
to-night sent a message to the Legislature 
vetoing the Senate bill which contained, 
in effect, a resolution of commendation of 
the First Nebraska regiment in the Phil- 
ippines. ‘ The language incorporated into 
the bill and of which the Governor was 


forced to take cognizance, leading to his 
veto, says: 

“We acknowledge with gratitude and 
joy the debt that-the State owes them by 
reason of the honor conferred upon it by 
their valor, while defending in the Phil- 
ippines the principles of our Government 
and adding new glory to our flag.’’ 

“TIT cannot stultify myself and the calm 
judgment of the thinking people of this 
Commonwealth by giving official approval 
to the statement that the war of conquest 
now carried on in the Philippines is in de- 
fense of the principles of our Government 
and is adding new glory to our flag.” 

The Senate promptly passed the bill over 
the veto, but a like effort failed in the 
House, the Populists voting solidly to sus- 
tain the Governor. 

The bill was passed several\ days ago and 
the veto followed shortly after an extend- 
ed conference between Gov. Poynter and 
W. J. Bryan, who returned home to-day.

In the evening Admiral and Lady Hopkins 
gave a dinner in Capt. Coghlan’s henor.

THE EXACT LOSS OF LIFE NOT 
YET ENOWN. 


No Definite Reports of the Number of 
Persons Who Went Down on the 
Steamer Stella Two 
Days Ago. 


_LONDON, April 1—At least four vesseis 
besides the channel steamer Stella have 
been wrecked in the fogs which for the 
past two days have hung over the coast 
waters y 

The steamer Southwestern,which went in 
search of bodies from the Stella, is one of 
the boats ashore, and the fate of the crew 
is still somewhat in doubt, 

‘The loss of lHe on the Stella is still vari- 
ously . estimated from 6 to 135, and 
nothing has so far been heard from the 


missing boats. ‘ 

A telegram from Brighton says that the 
British steamer Collier Heathpool, from 
Sunderland tor St. Nazaire, France, was 
run down and sunk yesterday evening off 
maacne hes. Only one of her crew was 
saved, 

A dispatch from Dovyer says: 

The sole survivor of the Heathpool 
has been landed here. He says her crew 
numbered 16 men. They left Sunderland on 
Thursday and collided with an unknown 
vessel yesterday evening. The Heathpool 
commenced to sink immediately, and her 
captain called out to the other vessel, a 
larger ship, to slow down, but the latter 
swung around and apparently proceed 
The survivor jumped into the water an 
clung to a life boat until picked up. 


The_British steamer Ethelhilda is off Dun- 
geness, proceeding slowly and not under 
‘control, according to. the signal flying, She 
has eanyvgs about her bows and her boats 
are hanging over her #eides., She has sig- 
naled that she has been in ‘a collision and 
that her forepeak is full of water.

iff Evans to begin a more comprehensive 
plan of action against the gang. 

On Saturday, March 3B, the. Sheriff 
learned that Emma and the gang were 
camping in an isolated house a few miles 
from Dexter, He raised a posse of citizens, 
swore them in as deputies, and rode out of 
Bloomfield, the county seat, at the head 
of a score of armed men to storm the 
stronghold of the outlaws. , 

Early Sunday morning, while the shad- 
ows of the hills still lay across the snow- 
covered clearing where stood the house in 
which the outlaws were fortified, the Sher- 
iff and his men came upon the scene where 
was to be fought the battle. The Sheriff 
did not ride out into the open nor did his 
men. Not they! The Hendrickson gang 
was too desperate to permit such a proced- 
ure. Nor did they march in military for- 
mation to the edge of the timber and fire 
volleys, or send out an emissary under a 
flag of truce, Posses do not fight that way. 

Rifles began to bark from the windows 
and from loopholes in the house. They 
were answered from behind trees and a 
rail fence that zgigzagged around the clear- 
ing. Bullets crashed through windows and 
buried themselves in the logs of the ojd 
house. Other leaden missiles’ clipped 
boughs off of saplings and made the Sher- 
iff’s men hug shelter more closely. 

This desultory UGring continued for an 
hour or more without casualties or results, 
The Sheriff passed word around for his 
force to scatter still more and surround the 
house. This maneuver was perceived by 
the outlaws. To be surrounded meant cer- 
tain defeat. There were but nine of them, 
These could not hold the fort against DB. 

Then Emma’s daring asserted itself, She 
called upon her father and his men to fol- 
low her in a body and fight their way to 


liberty. 

Before the Sheriff's men could execute 
his order the door of the cabin was thrown 
oven and bmma dashed out, rifie in hand, 
the gang at her heels. 

She dropped on one knee, her rifle went 
to her shoulder, and e6he fired the first 
sortie into the Sheriff's men, 
who started to rush forward when they 
perceived the new tactics of the outlaws. 
Two hundred yards or‘more intervened be- 
tween the combatants. 

The outiaws’ bullets went so nearly true 

that the Sheriff's men retreated a few 
aces and took ehelter again. Emma, by 
er father’s side, was in the outlaw van. 
All were firing at the posse’s cover and 
running a bit oblique of that position for a 
cut in the fence. Anewering flashes came 
from behind the fence where lay the Sher- 
ifs men. 

Scarcely half the space to the cut in the 
fence had been covered when o.d man 
Hendrickson uttered a cry. His arma shot 
skyward, his rife dropped, he stumbled and 
plunged face downward into the snow. 

in an Instant he was dead. The outiaws 
seemed panic stricken by the fall of their 
leader. They ceased firing, scattered and 
ran like deer. All but one—Emma. She 
was at the old man’s eide when he fell. 
There she stayed.

DEATH IN ONE OF ITS MOST IGNOMINIOUS FORMS MAY NOW AWAIT 


CHURCHILL H. GUTHREY 


AND SIX OF HIS ADVENTUROUS MISSOURI COMPANIONS IN HONDURAS. 
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HURCHILL HUNT GUTHRDY and 
six o‘her Missourlans are some- 
where in the heart of Honduras, con- 

demned to death. At any moment they may 
be shot. Every agency known to civiliza- 
tion has been put in motion to save them 
from the fate of the filibuster. 

M. H. Alexander of St. Louis, brother-in- 
law of Guthrey, declares he will spend 
his last cent to save the young man from 
harm. 

Scores of telegrams have been gent to Seo- 
retary of State John HayjJand Missouri 
Genators and Representatives, urging ac- 
tion on the part of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

The long distance telephone to Washing- 
ton has been called Into service. 

All the American Consuls in Honduras 
and Guatemala have been instructed to in- 
vestigate o 

Communication with the acting Minister 
to Honduras has been frequent. 

A United States gunboat has been ordered 
there to back up any claims which may be 
made. 

But still there is no news of Guthrey and 
his companions. American officials in Hon- 
duras and Guatemala cannot find them. 
They may be alive. They may have been 
shot. 

The news of their arrest was first brought 
to this country by J. A. Kilpatrick, a civil 
enginéer, who was also arrested, but es- 
caped. He reached New Orleans March 22. 
According to his account the following men 
were arrested: 

Churchill H. Guthrey, of St. Louls. 

Gus Flournoy of Linneus, Mo., drug clerk 
at the Midland Hotel, Kansas City, Mo. 

John Roberts. 

James Dalrymple. 

C. Arthur Brett, recently a Corporal in 
the Fifth Missouri Volunteers. 

W. Johneon 


Harris. 
All of these men were, unti!l recently. sol- 


diers in the Fifth Missouri. All of them 
live in Missouri; most of them in Kansas 
City. 

Harris, whoee first name is unknown, car- 
ried letters to Col. Jeffries, one of the leac= 
ers of the Guatemalan revolution. Col. Jef- 
fries, as well as the Americans, it is claimed, 
has been sentenced to death. 

Before the middle of February @ call was 
lasued by an attorney in Kansas City for 
miners and laborers to be shipped to Guate- 
mala. Whatever the true object may have 
been, it is a noticeable fact that most of 
those who signed the contract were volur.-

Later it was learned that the intention of 
the band was to land in Guatemala, where 
several hundred rounds of arms were 
stored, and jolm forces with the soldiers of 
Reyes and overthrow the Government of 
Nicaragua, after which Reyes was to turn 
the flower of his army over to: the men 
interested in the overthrow of President 
Bonilla of Honduras. To oust Bonilla from 
office was considered an easy task. | 

Instead they fell into the hands of Gua- 
temalan soldiers and were con- 
demned death. They may have 
been taken into the mountains 
and shot. They may be. guffocating 
in some obscure prison. The fact that the 
American consuls cannot locate them does 
not argue that

indicates that their fate is more certain, - 


more terrible, because there can be no in- 
terruption of their enemies’ plans.

At that station 
we left John Roberts, James. Dalrymple 
and W. Johnson. The remainder of the 
party were scattered out. Guthrey and 
Flournoy were sent to the end of the road, 
El Rancho. What became of them after 
that I do not know,

She is not re- 
fined—could not be in the very nature of 
things—bu. she is crafty, tactful and 
courageous and furnished the brains for her 
red-handed associates, 

It is claimed that she plotted and de- 
signed the murders while her husband and 
his followers) executed the plans. Little 
ia known of ber past history. To the Sher- 
iff and east oe Wichita, Kan., where she 
is now in custody, she is known simply as 
Mrs. Mattie |Mathes.. She is a haughty 
prisoner and |refuses to tell anything con- 
cerning the doings of the Mathes-Algood 
gang, with whose members robbery seems 
to have been a pastime. and murder a 
science. 

Mollie Mathes is tall and comely. Her 
eyes are blue and searching, shrewd and 
cunning. Her whole face is that of a 
woman who wills and does and is able to 
make others do for her sake, even to the 
extent of foulest crime. 

Her personality is unique. She is mascu- 
line in her bravery, feminine in her love 
for finery. She rode horges like a cowboy 
and shot a rifie like a veteran bear-hunter. 
She could handle a pistol better than the 
best duelist in Europe, and she had ideas 
about firearms which few women would 
ever have entertained. She preferred a 
oistol of blue steel to one of nickel plate, 
because the! brighter revolver could not 
be used at night without giving a flash of 
warning. She liked a pietol of single action 
because theré was no chance for a man to 
slip his finger behind the trigger guard and 
render the weapon powerless. 

Mollie Mathes was proud of her long black 
hair and vain of her strong, supple iimbs 
and her small hands and feet. She was 
vain, too, of her power over men. Her 
realm waa small, but never did courtiers 
bow more humbly at the throne of Queen 
Bess than these rough men, these outlaws, 
at the feet of Mol'ie Mathes. She ruled by 
force of aind, Bhe of purpose and superi-

ority of mind. She was the idol of her hus- 
band and the queen of his followers. 

Sometimes Mollie Mathes visited her rela- 
tives in St. Louls and Chicago. Just who 
these relatives are and in what section of 
the two eities they reside is not known. 
She was too wise ever to let anybody know 
her whereabdot while away from Kansas, 
or to have stattered about any letters or 
papers which} might farnish a clew. 

It is believed that these periodical trips 
to the city were made not for recreation so 
much as fur opportunity to distribute the 
cleverly made counterfeit money which her 
husband's gang turned out without stint, 
for her benefit.

—not that she performed the actual deed 
of murder, but that she planned the crimes, 
helped manufacture evidence and create 
situations which would later reflect upon 
innocent persons—-as they did upon his wife 
and a man named Dobbs when they killed 


Joseph New—and gave directions how the. 


final work should bé done. 


For this crime Mrs. New and Dobbs are 
now serving life sentences In the Kansas 
penitentiary. Kansas officials now believe 
that the Mathis-Algood gang killed New 
and fastened the crime upon these twe 
persons. 

One of the strongest bits of testimen: 
upon which the couple were convicted wa 
that Dobbs frequently visited Mra. Net 
and that his shotgun was found with bot 
barrels discharged. Dobbs children, b: 
whom he declared he could prove an alib# 
were not permitted to testify.

Many farmers tn the country surrounding 
Wichit# have volunteered to bring their 
wagons to the city and hau] Tapp voters 
on election day. Many Wichita people have 
also volunteered their services in this re- 
gard, and there will be no lack of vehicies 
for Tapp voters on the day of the election, 

Women vote in Kansas. and the women 
of Wichita are largely responsible for the 
immense registration. Tapp’e connection 
with fraterna) orders which have women's 
auxiliary societies in connection with them, 
and his prominence in church affairs have 
brought him a large support among the 
women of Wichita. During the last days 
of the registration time something of a 
rivalry sprung up between the women of 
the wealthier class and those in more 
moderate circumstances, and strong efforts 
were made on both side in securing women 
to register. 

“Jim Tapp keeps store’ th Wichita. All 
his customers know him as “Jim."’ He is 
eociable with all of them, and has always 
a joke to tell or a happy something to 
say. He now lives in a comfortable home 
on Water street, one of the largest houses 
in that part of the city. Mrs. Tapp does 
all her own work and is proud to acknowl- 
edge the fact. The oldest daughter is mar- 
ried to George Wolff, one of her father's 
employes. Theré are two boys, George, 
aged 17, and Henry aged’'15. The young- 
est daughter, a girl of 12 years, is her 
father’s especial pride and spends all the 
time she can svdare from school at the 
store with him. 

The three children are going to school 
every day. “TI feel the need of education,” 
said Mr Tapp, “and I'm bound they're not 
going to have the same feeling. Besides, ‘ 
think the boys and girls of this country 
must be educated to confront the con- 
ditions. which they will have to confront 
from this time on.” 

Election.day, April 4, oddly enough, will 
be the 20th anniversary of Mr. Tapp'’é mar- 
riage. He is now 438 years old and Mrs. 
Tapp is 386. 

Tapp is unique, uneducated and uncouth 
in his manners. For eight years he was 
a habitual drunkard and for four years a 
srofessional gambler. He was acquainted 
with poverty aud hardship from birth, and 
it was only a few years ago that he got bis 
first taste of prosperity. But now he asks 
but two years ag Mayor of Wichita to start 
a@ movement which the is confident will 
eventually revolutionize the social condil- 
tions of the country. 

If there were no probability of Tapp’s 
election, his history and what he hopes to 
pwvemplish would be altogether uninter- 

ing. But there is such a probability. The 

inagers of the Republican campaign are 
coming alarmed for the safety of their 
andidate, Finlay Ross, the present’ Mayor. 
“he laboring classes of Wichita, irrespec- 

tive of party, are behind Tapp as a unit, 
and among the church people and fraternal 
societies he has a big following. The regis- 
tration has been the largest in the history 
of Wichita, and supporters of Tapp have 
been particularly active in swelling the lst 
of names on the registration books. 
“T- don’t want any bigger office,”’ he says. 


ernor or Congressman or President or any- 
thing thing else. All I want to be is Mayor 
of Wichita, and I don’t want the responsi- 
Dilities of that office more than two years, 
I'm a man who don’t want too much re- 
sponsibility on my mind, and if I can’t do 
what I hope to do in two years I can’t do it 
at all, Besides, wheQpyou get into a bigger 
office you've got to mix in politics, anda I'm 
not a politician and have no use for politics 
in general. 

“If I am elected Mayor of Wichita I tell 
you what I will do In the first place I will 
practice brotherly love every day of my 
life and by example will make others prac- 
tice it as well. As a citizen I can do things 
that will not be taken account of generally, 
but as Mayor of Wichita whatever I may 
choose to do will be widely noticed. I wiil 
insist on the organization of all classes of 
labor, from the men who work in the stores 
and on the streets to the skilled mechanics, 
I will do all in my power to place Wichita 
in control of its public utilities,and believe I 
will have no trouble in accomplishing this, 
as the sentiment here is in favor of public 
ownership.” 

“What is your idea of practicing brother- 
ly love?”’ was asked. 

“To take an interest in the welfare and 
comfort of others, no matter how humble 
may be their lot,”” he replied. “As Mayor 
I would go out and ride along the streets 
with the expressmen and the teamsters and 
talk with them about their work and about 
their homes. I[ would advise and help 
them in such ways as I could. I would go 
to the laborers I employed on the streets 
and discuss their conditions and comfort 
them. I would mix among the railroad 
men and the merchants and the members 
of the different labor organizations and 
whenever I saw the opportunity of doing 
something beneficial in any way I would 
take advantage of it. I would even go to 
the immoral women who are bound to be 
@ part of. any city of Wichita’s size and 
counsel with them. Some I might convince 
of their error, and those whom I couldn't 
I would show I did not despise, and maybe 
in that Way sow eeeds which at one time 
or another would bear fruit. It would be 
my object to make every one love me and 
look upon me as a friend, and when others 
would see what I was accomplishing and 
in what regard I was held would be anxious 
to do likewise. By such example as the 
chief official of the city, I am confident 
Il could influence hundreds of people. 

“Now, some people may think I can't 
accomplish anything in this way, but I 
know I can, I believe there is an awful 
sight of good in human nature, and that 
folks are good and kind naturally. As it 
is now, the rich and the poor are not 
associates, when they should meet on a 
common level Every man who is depend- 
ent on his fellowmen for his success, finan- 
cial or otherwise, should Interest himself 
in their affairs and meet them like broth- 
ers. Those who are below us we must 
ra.se up through kindness and concern for 
their welfare, and those who are above us 
in a worldly way we must bring down by 
good example. Understand, I do not mean 
that we must take from the rich their 
wealth and distribute it among the poor. 
It isn’t a financial level that I want to 
see established, but a social level. I thirik 
that every man who acquires wealth hon- 
estly is entitled to it. But the rich must 
stop looking down upon the poor and 
must instead take an interest in their 
betterment. Many of the rich are now do- 
ing this. but all must do it, and just be- 
cause many are doing it Is the reason I

think it can be brought about. The poor, 
On the other hand, must learn to look on 
the rich as their friends. There must be 
a mutual feeling between them, and in two 
years’ time as Mayor of this city I think 
I gould establish such a feeling betweén 
the twe classes. 

“And how I'm going to tell you why I 
believe that whatever is accomplished in 
Wichita will in time have an effect on 
the whole country. If I do certain things 
as Mayor of one of the largest cities in 
the great State of Kansas, Mayors of other 
cities will follow the same plan. If the 
people of Wichita are influenced by what 
I may do, the people of other cities will be 
influenced also. In that way the movement 
wil] gradually spread. If the laboring 
classes of Wichita prove that by perfect or- 
ganization they can command higher wages 
the laboring classes of all the cities In the 
country will not be slow to follow their 
example. If Wichita owns its public utili- 
ties and shows the whole United States that 
public Ownership is profitable to a muni- 
cipality and effective in reducing taxation, 
the idea of public ownership will receive a 
great boom. 


“IT am first, last and always in favor of 
organized labor,’’ continued the prospective 
Mayor. “It i@the only way under heaven 
that the laboring men of this country can 
Protect themselves against the trusts. Op- 
portunity for labor is being reduced every 
day by these gigantic combines, and labor- 
ing Men must do something to save them- 
selves. 

“I am just as much in favor of the public 


ownership of utilities as I am in the Or- 
ganization of labor. If private corpora- 
tions can run water works plants and elec- 
tric ght plants and street railways pro- 
fitably, why can’t a city do the same? It 
will give the city a revenue and still fur- 
nish accommodation to its citizens at a 
much lower rate. It will serve to reduce 
taxation, and I want to see Wichita set the 
example to the whole country of just what 


‘tan be done in the way of municipal owner- 


ship. 

“I have been asked how I etand on the 
liquor question, and I have told the men 
who asked me that if prohibition could be 
enforced as it should be enforced as a law 
that I would be in favor of it. But since 
the prohibitory law has been passed in this 
State it has beeen proven that it is not a 
success. I would rather see thie city have 
respectable saloons which could be kept un- 
der police surveillance than holes in the 
walls where our boys could hide themselves 
away and learn to become drunkards. I was 
a drunkard myself for eight years, and 
I know that drink is one of the greatest 
curses on the face of the earth. My father 
Was a drunkard before me, and although 
an old man, I am sorry to say he Is a 


drunkard still. But people will have liquor 
as long as liquor is manufactured. and it 
is better that they should have it openly 
than any other way. I believe in high l- 
cense for the saloons, and such a close po- 
lice inspection that boys will be kept out 
of such places. I think the majority of 
drunkards start on their career when young, 
whereas if liquor had been kept away from 
them until they were grown their better 
sense would influence them against giv- 
ing way to excesses.”’

All of his family live 
here. His brother, David R. Williams, is 
in the editorial department of a local news- 


paper. His father has long been connected 
with Presbyterian journalism in the West, 
either as owner or editor, and is the au- 
thor of several books of history and trav- 
els. 

David R. Williams has published a 
memoir of his father-in-law, the late Rev. 
James H. Brookes, D. D., the eminent pas- 
tor of the Washington and Compton Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church, St. Louis. 

Mr. Williams is connected by marriage 
with several families prominent in &t. 
Louls and has hundreds of friends who are 
proud of his success. Besides his books, he 
is a frequent contributor to Scribner's and 
Harper’s Magazine, the Youth's Companion 
and Harper's Round Table.

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TOM McCARTHY AND THE SCENES OF 


OM McCARTHY, the Napoleon of 
Outlawny, will be killed or captured 
if either is within the power of man. 

Utah, by a special act of its Legislature, 
has offered a jreward of $5000 for his body, 
dead or alive. |The State is determined that 
the band of 200 outlaws, of which he is 
the chief, ehal] be broken up. 

The great ajority of Americans will 
smile when told that there exists in the 
heart of the ky Mountains an organiza- 
tion of criminals, whose exploits make the 
deeds of Jesse| James and leaders of his 
kind’ seem lik@ child’e play; a band held 
in absolute comtrol by Tom McCarthy, a 
leader whose generalship, inventive abil- 
ity and remarkable personality are equal 
to those of many of the great commanders 
of modern times; a band which does not 
hesitate to murder: which practically owns 
a town called Courthouse; against which 


United States troops are powerless, and 
which ig in collusion with business firms 
in more than ohe city, so that their busi- 
ness of robbery is rendered immensely 
profitable. 

But people will wonder still more when 
told that these outlaws live In a fortress 
as tmpregnable the walled city of Acres 
or the Rock of| Gibraltar; a fortress, the 


natural protection of which is enhanced, 


by artificial means in keeping with the 
most fantestic dreams of Jules Verne and 
whose interlor. In ite rich and gorgeous 
fittings, would turn green with envy the 
owner of the fabled cave of Monte Cristo. 
‘Yet such ts the case. Very few have seen 
this fortification, {t is true, yet it exists 
in the heart of the Rockies, on the line be- 
tween Utah and Colorado, lighted by elec- 
tricity, a habitation fit for a king. The 
men who blasted the tunnels, the men who 
put the electric plant in order, who were 
blindfolded both on entering and leaving 
the place, still live, and they swear to the 
magnificence of this modern robbere’ den. 


That this fortification exists Is recognized 


by the Governors of three States—Utah, 
Colorado and Wyoming—in which the band 
has operated most widely. The path lead- 
ing to it runs through a narrow canyon and 
leaves it at a particularly wild and tortu- 
ous place for a serpentine trail running a 
mile or more up and down the heights. 
Again, at the end of this trail, there is a 
passageway blasted and cut through the 
solid rock. The termination of this shorter 
pathway brings the robber to the entrance 
of the gathering place, which Is nothing 
less than a great cave or amphitheater in 
the center of the rock. 

This is the throneroom of the leader and 
from this,there run In alj directions tunnels, 
their openings artfully concealed, so great 
are the precautions of the band, and their 
other ends terminating at one or the other 
sides of the mountain, 

The most remarkable fact concerning the 
electric light plant—a fact boasted of by 
more than one of these robbers in a half 
drunken mood—is that the wires connect 
with charges of dynamite at each of the 
entrances, and that McCarthy, by simply 
touching a button, could blow @ whole reg!i- 
ment of soldiers to Kingdom Come. They 
boast that the explosion of the dynamite 
in the approach from the west side would 
close the passage instantly, after which 
they could either He in the cave with secur- 
ity or escape from one of the many open- 
ings and scatter over the country. 

The fortress is about fifteen miles from a 
settlement on the edge of the desert called 
Courthouse, 9 miles northeast of Moab, the 
county seat of Grand County. From this 
place the bandits get their supplies. In 
fact, they almost own the town, and none 
of the inhabitants have courage sufficient 
to take action against them. Among the 
number are many fugitive murderers and 
escaped conviots, be nt an from Colo- 
rado, Utah, Wyoming and Nevada. 

Members of the band have been arrested 
on various charges, but none of them has 
ever been punished, for two reasons: Me- 
Carthy always comes to the rescue of his 
followers with plenty of money, and some 
member of the gang usually succeeds in 
getting on the jury. They d@reses tike cat- 
tle men and claim to be citizens, and the 
authorities are powerle** 
rado and : 


greater and more than local foe, and the 
repression of the outlaws was for the time 
abandoned, 

Perhaps it was well. In fact, it has been 
decided by the administration of Utah that 
the soldiers are not the agency which can 
combat and overcome the McCarthy bri- 
gans,. or make the attempt with the best 
chance of success. The movement of @ 
body of troops and a military campaign 
would be too much like an open book to 
the eyes of this vigilant band, which long 
ago took precautions against just such & 
move on the part of outraged justice. 

Now Utah ‘has decided to expend the sum 
of $5000 In shooting down McCarthy and the 
members of his murderous band. The work 
will be entrusted to fearless men, and the 
plan will be to pick off McCarthy's follow- 
ers one by one, as they emerge for gup- 
plies, rather than to attempt a wholesale 
onslaught upon their stronghold. 

It is a hard way to deal with human be- 
ings, but with McCarthy’s desperadoes all 
ordinary methods have failed. 

For some time there has been eae stand- 
ing reward of $500 offered by the govern- 
ment of Utah for certain notorious mem- 
bers of the gang, dead or alive, and more 
than one has been shot and carried to 
Salt Lake City. 

The origin of Tom McCarthy, the bandit 
leader, is in doubt, but it is known that he 
is wanted in several parts of the country 
for crimes of unusual atrocity. His ap- 
pearance Is anything but prepossessing. He 
is about 5 feet 6 Inches in height and 
weighs about 17% pounds. His forehead Is 
narrow and forbidding and covers deep-set

EAT would be the bbst site for the 

World's Fair of 1837? Three sec- 

Ons, of St. Louis want it—the 

North, the South and the West. Each 
claims to offer superior advantages. 

Why not d'vide the great fair into three 
sections? This is the suggestion of a read- 
er of the Sunday Post-Dispatch, who out- 
lines the following plan: 

“Let the permanent bulldings—the Art 
Museum and othera—be placed in Forest 
Park, as hag been suggested. 

“Let another section of the fair be located 
in South St. Louls or Carondelet on the 
river, at a point to be selected. 

“Loeate the third section in North St. 
Louls on the river, on a@ site yet to be 
chosen. ; 

“Construet a railroad, beginning at the 
southern Seotion and running inside the 
city Umits.to the main falr in Forest Park 
thence to the branch Im North 8t. 
Louls. 

“Each rouna-trip ticket purchased on this 
railroad should tnclude the right of admis- 
sion to any or all sections of the fair. Upon 
entering the first section the admission 
coupon or ticket would be punched once at 
the gate; at the second it weuld be punched 
again and qt the entrance of the third sec- 
tion it would be taken up. 


“Or, here is ahother plan: The ratiroad 
ticket might bear three e¢oupons, one good 
for admission at Forest Park, one at Ca- 
rondelet and one at the North &. Louls 
branch. | 

“Or, a World’s Fair ticket consisting of 
three parts might be issued, each being 
good at a certain section of the fair. 

Every street and steam railroad in the city 
will'tap the World's Fair Railroad. Short 
extensions may be necessary to a few rall- 
roads. Stops to take en passengers may be 
made at each section of the World's Fair 
and at stations where the other roads tap 


and 


the World's Fair road and at other conven- 
lent points. At these outside stations ad- 
mission tickets for the exposition may be 
sold with the railroad tickets. 

By this means the concentration of street 
and steam railroads at the World’s Fair 
and an alternate system of transfers may 
be avoided. Every road in the city will 
take passengers to the Fair. Those not 
actually touching the Fair grounds will tap 
the exposition road. Passengers leaving the 
Fair may alight at any convenient station 
and take a street or steam car for down- 
town. 


“One of the main reasons for purchasing 
the Territory of Loulsiana—which event 
this great fair will commemorate—was that 
the United States might-gain undisputed 
possession of the Mississippi! River. In or- 
der that the river. may be made to figure 
as prominentiy in the fair as it ought, the 
two sections of the fair located on the river 
should be further connected by a line of 
World’s Fair excursion steamers, 

“These, leaving the North and South at 
stated intervals during the day end until a 
certain hour of the night would give visi- 
tors a ride of from 12 to 14 miles in front 
of the city, or 24 or 28 Milles, if they should 
choose the round trip. 

“This line of steamers could be owned 
and operated by the World's Fair manage- 
ment, or the privilege of establishing such 
a line could be sold to the highest bidder, 
thus becoming the source of a great lump 
gum of revenue. 


“Concerning tickets the same arrange- 
gent could be made as with the railroads. 

Bach World's Fair ticket issued with an 
excursion ticket would be good at either 
division of the fair. 


“This arrangement would bring money to 
every part of the city. Were the fair to be 
located in Forest park, for instance, the 
vVaet majority of visitors would never see 


anything except the central and western 
parts of the elty; if it were in Carondelet, 
very few of them would see our beautiful 
West End, the picturesque parts of ‘North 
St. Louls; and so on. If the fair were to be 
held in Forest park, the millions of visi- 
tors to St. Louls would remember the city 
alweys by Forest park and never think of 


the noble river which is so intimately es- 


sociated with the purpose of the fair, and 
which means so much to the commerce and 
welfare of thig city.

Extracts From E, M. Woods’ New Book Containing Rules of 


M. WOODS, a negro educator of St. 
[ ‘TLouls, is writing a book. It will 

* be called “The Negro in Etiquetie; 
A Novelty.” Some advance pages are here 
presented. 

“My fortheoming book ts being written 
for the especial benefit of colored people, 
but many of the points advanced are ap- 
plicable to white people as well,” said the 
author. “Colored people don't understand 
the proper relations which should exist 
between the two races. I have endeavored 
to explain this in a chapter on business and 
social courtesy. The fact that a man comes 
into my office does not give him a right 
to enter my home. The fact that a white 
man addresses a colored man civilly does 


not give the colored man a ght to presume 
upon the courtesy of fhe other or ‘get gay.’ 
This is a rule that works’ both ways. 

“My first book, published a year and a 
half ago, is called “The Gospel of Oivility.’ 
The book I am now. writing deals with 
many topics touched on in the ether, but 
in every case they are better handled and 
more fully elaborated.

HE life. history of the common er 
43 warty toad has been selected for 
various reasons as the subject of 

a leaflet in mature study: This history * 
exceedingly interesting. The marvelous 
changes passed through in growing from 
an egg to a toad are so rapid t they may 
all be seen during a single siring term of 


:

every animal] comes from an egg. This is 
as true of the toad as of a chicken. The 
toad lives on the land and often a long 
way from any pond or stream, but the first 
part of its life ts spent in the water; and 
so it is in the water that the eggs must 
be looked for. | 

To find the eggs oné should visit the nat- 
ural or artificial] ponds «eo common along 
Ponds frum springs or even ar- 
basins around 


streams. 
tificia] reservoirs or the 
fountains may aleo contain the eggs. In 
ordinary years the best time is from the 
middle of April to the first of May. One 
ie often guided to the right place by no- 
ticing the direction from which the song 
or cal] of the toad comes. It may be said in 
passing that toad choirs are composed solely 
of male voices. The cal) is more or less like 
that of tree toads Im general it sounds 
like whistling, and at the same time pro- 
nouncing deep in the throat bu-r-r-r-r-r-r-. 
If one watches a toad while it makes its 
eall, he can soon learn to distinguish the 
sound from otheré somewhat similar. It 
will be noticed that the toad does not open 
ite mouth when it sings, but there is @ 
great, expansible, voca! sack or resonator 
under the mouth and throat. 


The eggs are laid in long strings or ropes, 
which are nearly alwa%s tangled and wound 
around the water plants or sticks on the 
bottom of the pond near the shore. If the 
exes have been freshiy laid or ff there 
has been no rain to stir up the mud and 
the water is clear, the egg ropes will look 
like glass tubes containing a string of jet 
black beads. After a rain the eggs are 
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pond where the eggs were found. 

Frogs, salamanders and tree toads lay 
their eggs in the same places and at about 
the same time ag the toad. 

The eggs hatch in warm weather in two 
or three days. As the changes are so very 
rapid, the eggs ought to be carefully looked 
at two or three times a day to make sure. 
that all the principal changes are seen. If 
a pocket lense or a reading glass is to be 
had it will add to the interest, as more of 
the details can be observed. But good, 
sharp eyes are sufficient if no lens is avail 
able. 

Hatching.—Watch and see how long it is 
before the developing embryos commence te 
move. Note their. change in form, As 
they elongate they move more vigorously, 
till on the second or third day they wrig- 
gle out of the jelly surrounding them. This 
is hatching, and they are now free in the 
water and can swim about. It is eurious 
to see them hang themselves up on the old 
egg string or on the edge of the dish. They 
do this by means of a peculiar V-shaped 
organ on their heads.. | 

The toad tadpoles will live for some time 
in clear water with apparently nothing to 
eat. This is because the mother toad put 
into each egg some food. But when the 
food that the mother supplied is used up 
the little tadpoles would die if they could 
not find some food for themselves. They 
must grow a great deal before they can 
turn into toads, 

To feed the tadpoles it is necessary to 
imitate nature as closely a8 possible. To do 


this a visit to the pond where the eggs 
were found will give the clew. Many 
plants are present, and the bottom will 
be seen to slope gradually from the shore, 
The food of the tadpole is the minute plant 
life on the stones, the surface of the mud 
or on the outside of the larger plants. 
Make an artificial pond in a small milk pan 
or a large basin or earthenware dish. Put 
some of the mud and stones and small 
plants in the dish, arranging all to imi- 
tate the pond—that is, se it will be shal- 
low on one side and deeper on the other, 
Pour clear water inte the dish te cem- 
plete the artificial pond. Then next morn- 
ing, when all the mud has settled and the 
water is clear, put 80 or # of the little tad- 
poles which hatched from the egg string 
into the artificial pond, Keep this in the 
light, but not very long at any one time 
in the sun. y 

One must not attempt to raise too many 
tadpoles in the artificial pond or there will 
not be enough food, and all will be half 
starved. 

EXvery week, or oftener, a little of the 
mud, and, perhaps, a small stone covered 
with the growth of microscopic plants, anda 
some water should be taken from the pond 
th the artificial pond. The water will sup- 
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piy the piace of that which has evaporated, | 


and the mud and stone will carry & new 


suppiy of food. 
*> The growth and changes in form should 
be looked for every day. Then it is very 
interesting to see what the tadpoles do, 
how they eat, and any signs of breathing. 
All the ghanges from an egg to @ little 
toad are passed through in about two 
months, so that by the lst of June the 
tadpuies will be found to have Maae great 
progress.

Fach track made by it was a square yard 
‘in extent. Brontosaurus, with his 20 tons of 
soft meat, cften furnished a meal to bet- 
ter armed Dinosaurs, such as Atlantosau- 
rus. Prof. Marsh thought the Brontosau- 
rus must have been a rather cunning crea- 


ture. 


In Colorado Prof. Marsh found the thigh 
bone of am Atlantosaurus, This bone, whica 
is now in the British Museum of Natural 
History, is over.6 feet 2 inches high. The 
animal must have been 80 feet long an) 
have stood over 3 feet high. Remember 
that a big elephané is rarely more than 9 
feet high, and you will be aided to con- 
ceive the appearance of the Atlantosaurus, 
He fed on the luxuriant foliage of the sub- 
tropical forests and had claws.on his hind 
legs. 


These creatures belonged to the group of 
Sauropoda, or. lizard-footed Dinosiwrs, 
which Prof. Marsh says-are nearer to thé 
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Stegosaurus Ungulatus, or Armor Plated \Lizard, 25 Feet Long, 


¢ail and all. He alse found the finest speci- 
mens of complete fossil] monsters, He gave 
his collection of thermm—by far the greatest 
of its kind in the world--to Yale University. 

“fhe skilf with which) Prof. Marsh could 
recomstruct a complete animal from a mere 
fragment ‘wat marvelous. When he had 
completed .a reconstruction there was no 
pert of it which was made from mere 
guosswork, and all was based on sound evi- 
dence. . 

An outline may be given of Prof. Marsh's 
metifods of making these reconstructions, 
A tow or @ portion of a leg was always 
@ vateble find. From this he would judge 
appro:\jmately the size and weight of the 
animal.’ Jf the bone was large and solid, 
the anima? was big and slow-moving, prob- 
ably alsb a yegetarian. If the bone was 
big, but hollow, then the animal was big, 
but quiék footed. \1In the neigtborhood of a 
leg boné there wasJikely to be a footprint, 
and this would give valuable indications 
not on¥y of the size, but the habits of 
the animal. Near the retains of the Bron- 
tosaurus (thunder lizard) Pref. Marsh found 
fits footprints, a square yard in extent. 

. After’ finding a leg it was desirable to 
have a piece of the backbowe, and, if pos- 
sible, a morsel of neck and tadl, The size 
and sha@pe of the backbone infwJlibly indi- 
cated the ‘size, shape and attitude of the 
animal,’ Vertebrae that supported an an- 
imal in @m upright position would. be thick- 
ened at ‘each end. From the presence of 

“neural spines’’ on thé.vertebrae of the 
Siegosaufus (plated lizard), Prof. Marsh 
proved that this creature had enormous up- 
fight plaies arranged along its back. 

Remains of the neck vertebrae invariably 


crocodiles t ban to any other existing anli- 
mal. 

In the same'\ Colorado rocks which held 
the AtlantosauYrus, Prof. Marsh found the 
remains of the‘ Megalosaurus, a gigantic 
fiesh-eating Dino%aur, with saber-like teeth. 

To another Dinuwaur which he discovered 
he gave the mame of Ceratosaurus Nasi- 
cornis, because its nose supported a huge 
horn. 

In tne Cretaeeous rocks he found a 
strange race of ‘mixed bird-like and reptil- 
ian characteristics, including the huge Hes- 
peronis and the Ichthyornis. Speaking of 
them, Prof. Marsh said: 

“It is now generally admitted by biolv- 
gists that birds Imve come down to us 
through the Dirtsaurs, and the close af- 
finity of the laiter with recent struthious 
birds (ostrich, e¢c.) will hardly. be ques- 
tioned. The case: amounts to almost a 
demonstration if we compare with Dinvu- 
saurs their contemyvoraries, the Mesozoic 
birds, The classes of\birds end reptiles, as 
now living, are separated by a guif so pro- 
found that a few years since it was cited 
by the opponents of evvviution.as the most 
important break in the @nimal series, and 
one which that doctrine gould not bridge 
over. Since then, as Prof. tuxley has clear- 
ly shown, this gap has been’.virtually filed 
by the discevery of bird-like reptiles ana 
reptilian birds, Compsogathus and Arche- 
opteryx of the Old World and dchthyornis 
and Hesperornis of the New World are 
stepping stones by which the evolutionist 
of to-day leads the doubting across the

One of Prof. Marsh's most exciting ex- 
peditions was made in 1874 into the “Bad 
Lands’ of Dakota. 

The fossils he was looking for lay north 
of the White River, in the Indian Reserva- 
tion. In spite of the warnings of some 
Indians and the threats of others, Prof. 
Marsh crossed. the river at midnight, es- 
corted by Company M of the Second Cav- 
alry. 

The stolen march was soon @iscovered, 
but by means of a forced march they were 
able to reach the region they were making 
for. On arrival a position of great natural 
strength was chosen for a camp by one 
of the military officers. The party was

The first. that of 
1870, was the ploneer of such expeditions in 
America, and extended over a period of six 
months, Its suacess in collecting new forms 
of vertebrate life was extraordinary, and 
led to similar expeditions every year for the 
larger part of Prof. Marsh’s life. In 1882 he 
became United States paleontologist and 
conducted many of his later trips under the 
auspices of the Government. 

Prof. Marsh reveived the degree of Ph. D. 
from the University of Heidelberg in 1886, 
on the occasion of its 500th anniversary, 
and that of LL. D. from Harvard jn the 
same year at the Zooth anniversary of that 
institution. At the time of his death he was 
a Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society 
of London, a member of the British Geo- 
logical Society, which in 1873 conferred upon 
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Scelidosaurnus, or Big-Limbed Lizard, Twenty Feet Long.

I wanted some fresh asparagus, and some 
raspberry jam, and some Washington pie, 
and everything I could think of. I felt 
quite like the poor fellows in “‘Gabrie] Con- 
roy,”” who feasted on steaks, baked pota- 
toes and all sorts of dainties in their minds. 

But the thaw brought, most unexpectedly, 
some little birds about the size of sparrows 
(Dec. 16), about two dozen, I ghould say, 
and their chirping sounded very pleasant;

Apropos of absurd stories, I was told that 
there was no snow here, only a kind c® 
frost rising from the ground. This is not 
so. There is snow up to your knees, and It 
falls in the usual way. 


And about the mosquitoes; they were not 
so very bad; veiling has to be used occa- 
sionally, but not often, and the poor mos- 
quito is blamed when the blame should fall 
on a smal] gnat with gray and black stripes, 
which does not sting, but eats out a piece of 
flesh the size of a pin-head, injects a drop 
of poison into the orifice and passes on to 
the next. It makes one’s hand itch and 
pain and gwell up.’

MRS. SCHMIDT, IN PRISON, RE 
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INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
RS. AUGUSTA SCHMIDT, who is 
M serving a ten years’ sentence in the 
Indiana Reformatory for Women, 
has been offered a parole by Gov. Mount. 
The offer was declined and the clemency 


of the Gevernor has been revoked. For 
several days thé prison authorities pleaded 
Mrs. Schmidt to ava.l herself of free- 
dom, but she was steadfast in her refusal. 
She was sentenced by Judge Kirkpatrick 
of the Howard County Court in 18% for the 
alleged murder of Oscar Walton, and, in 
deciining to leave the reformatory Mrs. 
Schmidt gave as her reasons that she was 
innocen: of any intended wrong and that 
when Judge irkpatrick and the jury 
which convicted her would admit that she 
was innocent in a statement to the Gov- 
ernor, ehe would accept a parole, but if this 
was not done she would serve out her 


time. 

The officers of the State and the .reform- 
atory say that this Is the only instance in 
Indiana criminal history where a prisoner 
has refused to aqenes liberty when it was 
offered to them. Miss Sarah F. Keely, 
superintendent of the reformatory, says 
that Mrs. Schmidt's story is ss peculiar 
and unusual as her refusal of the Govern- 
or’s offer. 

“It was several months ago,"’ Miss Keely 
says, “that Mrs. Helen Gouger, a charity 
worker of Layfatte, Ind., found Mrs. 
Schmidt's husvand and children in a hos- 
pital there. They were in need of funds 
as well as the care of the wife and mother. 
and it was through Mrs. Gouger that the 
effort was made to procure libert for 
Mrs. Schmidt. The Reformatory officers 
recommen¢ »d to the Governor that the 
parole be issued. Mrs. Schmidt has been 


a splendid charge. She has attended to 
her duties, followed the rul- " “**> tneti- 
ae ’ emerit 
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Convicted of a Crime Which She Claims She Did 
Not Commit, She Refuses to Leave Prison 
Until Her Innocence Is Established. 


“That her family was ill and in« need of 
help was One argument urged in trying 
to get Mrs. Schmidt to leave the Reforma- 
tory, but she still declined to leave the 
pisses.

innocent, but still a prisoner. 

“Mra. Schmidt was tried at Kokomo for 
killing Walton. She speaks and writes 
English with difficulty and declined the 
services of an interpreter during the trial, 
which had a tendency to weaken the plea 
of self defense, which was made for her. 
Her maiden name was Augusta Crumbine 
and she was born in Germany in 1548.

There is a finer body, made 

vf finer kind of matter than physical mat- 

ter, which, during tife. permeates, al] the 

physical body and can be seen clearly by 

people who are “clairvoyant” as it is called, 

It is easy to find people (there are many 
of them) who possess this power. 

This finer body is called the “astral] 
body,” because it is made of matter that, 
in its finest state. is starry, or “astral,”’ 
though the coarser states of it are not so; 
they are darker—quite brownish in the 
very coarsest. Now, it is in this astra) 
matter that the powers of sensation and 
feeling reside. During our waking hours 
the astral matter is all distributed through 
the matter of the “dense” or physical 
body, and this makes the physical body 
Sensitive to touch, to feelings and so on. 
But when we go to sleep, or when a drug 
is given to make us insensible. what does 
the astral body do? Why, it gathers itself 
all together, and, carrying with it all the 
thinking and enduring part of us, it slips 
away from the physical body, sometimes 
partially, sometimes entirely. It is” still 
connected with its physical part by a 
“magnetic thread.” and. during life, it 
comes back, instantly, when we awake, or 
when the drug ceases to act. But when 
we “die’’ as it is called, the astral body 
slips out for the lest time, the ‘magnetic 
thread”’ is broken, and then the astral 
body does not come back any more into 
that same body, 

Now, that is all there is in what we, or- 
dinarily, see of death: it is merely the con- 
dition of the physica] body after the astral] 
body has left it. But the real person or 
soul, with all his thinking part, and with 
all his loving, feel.ng and emotional part, 
is still entirely alive, only the physical 
body has dropped away from him. (There 
are two parts to this physical body, which 
must be explained, and which I will tel] 
you about some other time; but let that 
go for the present.) ‘So, in leaving his 
Physical body, the man is living, just as 
he was before, but in a very much finer 
kind of body than he had before; namely, 
in an astral body. 

You will ask right away, where does this 
astral body live after it leaves the physi- 
cal body? I answer, it liv@axin the astra] 
world, just as the physical body lives in 
the physical world. But try to understand 
that this astral world is not a distant place 
at all. It is all around us, all the time, 
and is part of the substance of which ev- 
erything is made. Wvery rock, every tree, 
every plant, every animal, as well as eva@ry 
man, Maps its astral form, as well as fs 
physical form—and if the whole physical 
world, as we sec it, were at once struck 
out of existence, everything would still be 
here, just the same, only in its astral form, 
instead of in its physical; for the astral 
form is much more enduring than the phy- 
sical. It is from this astra! world that most 
of the “manifestations” at so-called “spir- 
itual’’ seances are made. But now, please 
to notice one point very particularly. The 
point is this, namely, that the astral body 
is no more the real man than the phys:cal 
body was. It is simply that part of his 
external encasement which enables the 
real man—the one who thinks, and loves, 
and knows—to get sensations and feelings 
from without. 

Astral matter is pecuilarly susceptible to 
eertain of these relations, or impacts, as 
they are called, from the physical side, 
and also to impressions from the mind 
world or mental side—it is the region in the 
universe which lesa between the mental 
and the physical regions, and it is through 
the matter of this region that our mind- 
part—our thinking selves—is brought into 
contact with paysical matter, 80 as to teach 
us which it is, and give us our lessong and 
experience on the physical plane. Now, 
the astral world being so intimately con- 
nected with the physical and mental words, 
when the man geta inte it without the phy- 
sical body, he is st:ll very nearly related 
te these worlds, and by means of the 
thoughts and feelings of vhose stil) in phy- 
sical life, he cam very easily be affected. 
This being the case, he can, and very often 

made conscious of suffering, as well as 

various earthly intereat#, by those he 
has left for a time, But supposing he is 
not made conscious in thia way. What 
then does he do? Why, the soul, the high- 
er thinking part of him, seeks to p 
through the astral world as quickly as po®- 
sible, especially through the lower divis- 
lions of it, those whieh are the grossest, 
and which are thus most clearly related 
to the physical. 

These lower divisions of the astral worid 
are made up of the kind of matter of which 
all our most earthly and selfish desires are 
camposed. If the life has been degraded or 
ful oul as selfishness and earthly longings, the 

astral body will have much of that kind of 
matter in it, end will be held on those 


condition, 
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thing for every soul,after leaving the physi- 
cal body, is to get rid of the astral body 
also, just as soon as it can, and to go on 
into the next plane of its post-mortem life, 
namely, the heavenly plane. This is where 
all souls (save those utterly lost and aban- 
doned, of which there are but few) spend 
the most important time, between two phy- 
sical lives, or incarnations, as they are 
called. The time spent in this heavenly 
world varies fram just a short period to 
hundreds and even thousands of years. 

The people. whose period there is short 
are those who, in the physical life, are still 
very ignorant and undeveloped and who, 
therefore. have had very little to draw 
them to the heavenly plane. For the mat- 
ter of those planes {s very much finer than 
that of the astral planes. It is much the 
same as the matter of which our thoughts 
are made. 

Our thought-matter is of a kind which 
can be attracted in various ways. It can 
go either toward the objects of the senses 
and the earthly life, or it can go to make 
up the nobler conceptions connected with 
the regions of pure mind and inteilect, or it 


can go toward the still nobler emotions of 
love and goodmegs and spiritual aspirations. 
Now, any tha 


hts or tendencies in the 
man that are good, relate him to these 
heavenly planes, and the sou! is that part 
of him which grows by. these tendencies 
and thoughts. So, this higher part is draw- 
ing him to these regions—and it is very im- 
portant to help it in these efforts. 

Now, there are several ways in which we 
can do this. One is, by never recalling any 
of the painful conditions the man has just 
passed through, nor any of the painful cir- 
cumstances of his past life. To make it 
clear why this is so. I must tell you that 
the material, of which our thoughts are 
made, while it is much finer, as I sald, than 
astral stuff, is also much more real and 
lasting. It is a part of the very substance, 
or stuff, by means of which our souls must 
grow. All the heavenly planes are made 
out of this kind of stuff, and the reason 
why good thoughts alone can live there, is 
because they alone possess the quality that 
can hold this very fine matter together, 
Evil thoughts would be disintegrated at 
once, on this plane, and go down to the 
coarser matter of the astral world. So, you 
see. if we want our thoughts to reach our 
friends on this plane, or if we want to 
help those still In the astral world to reach 
this heavenly world, the thoughts we 
think about them, and those we send to 
them, must be ali good and helpful 
thoughts, free from selfish langings and re- 
grets, full of cheer, and faith, and confi- 
dence. 

By sending such thoughts as these, we aid 
them to get free of any earthly attractions 
still clinging to them; we aid them to leave 
the astral world where such attractions 
would hold them, and to go on into the 
heavenly world, where their highest quali- 
ties and aspirations would carry them. 
And when in that world, their own unsel- 
fish part—all that is enduring in their na- 
ture—ponders, without pain er longing, aver 
the noblest parts of that nature, and over 
all the beautiful and the unselfish things 
in its past relations to those it loved on 
earth. In those clear regions, it sees by the 
light of its own divine intelligence; and, 
in this light, 
lived through in the past life on earth (the 
last one, of course, for it has had many 
others, before this one), and these it works 
over, and assimilates the results of them; 
and so it grows in knowledge and wisdom. 

Now. this is such an immensely impor- 
tant part of the soul’s pilgrimage, on its 
way toward perfection, that it is well to un- 
derstand all we can about it. This is what 
Christians call “heaven,” and what Theoso- 
phists call ‘“Devachan.” (“Deva” means 
“God,” ‘“Devachan” the world of the 
gods.) But even that is not the place where 
the soul dwells eternally, as the Christian 
churches say. It is the soul’s happy rest- 
ing place—the place where all its loving 
thoughts, all its sweetest and holiest aspi- 
rations, all the good things it has longed 
to be and to do, are drawn into its own 
texture, and become an actual and real part 
of its very self. 

Then, when this has been done (which 
will ordinarily take several hundreds of 
years, but not, of course, forever—because 
no soul, except the few perfected beings, 
who have. like Christ, become one with 
Goa himself—the Father—none but such a 
soul has got material enough of that finer 
kind to last more than a few hundred 
years); when this has been done, and all 
the good deeds and noble aspirations of the 
past life have been worked up into qualities, 
the soul finds itself in need of more ma- 
terial for ite growth and sustenance, s0 to 
speak. And this need attracts it again to 
the sphere of earth, where, through vari- 
ous experiences of pain, of effort, of #eet- 
ing pleasures, of unsatisfying desires, it 
gathers more lessons, which will serve as 
material for its next period of heavenly 
rest, and for the additional growth toward 
perfection of character which that state of 
happy consciousness and peaceful assimila- 
tion produces. And thus, by ‘means of 
many, many “life-periods” is the soul edu- 
eated. No one physical life, even if extend- 
ed to 100 years or more, could possibly do ft, 
for in no life could it accumulate knowl- 
edge enough to accomplish this. And here 
may be found the reason for many things, 
difficult to understand until the law of 
reincarnation is grasped. People often feel, 
“why was such a friend, euch a relative, 
taken away, just at this time, when our 
need of him was greatest? Why did such 
@ one, so good and kind, have to go through 
such drea‘iful suffering?” and so on. 

To explain these things, it would be neces- 
sary to know the different lives, or in- 
earnationa, belonging to each soul, to show 
how each one is the outcome of the preced- 
ing one, and how all are connected together 
by the great law of cause and effect—the 
law which Theosophists call “Karma,” be- 
cause “Karma” means action, and our ac- 
tiona in one life are the cause of our condi- 
tions in another life. I explained to you 
@ little about how the soul grows, and 
how necessary al) these successive lives 
in different physical bodies are, to enable 
it te get the material fcr. that growth. 

So, Just as your consacidUsnes" & any one 
life connecis all the experier f the dif. 
ferent days together, and > thine 
them that you 
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it views the things that it. 


just what they all were, and how the les- 
sons in them were learned, and what those 
lives all meant, and how the experience 
of each. brought its own suffering, and how 
the lessons that were only partly learned 
in one life had to be finished in another. 

There is nothing of mystery in our lives 
that these laws of “Karma” and ‘‘Re-in- 
carnation’ do not afford an explanation 
of. Not that we can (while our own de- 
velopment is still eo incomplete) give the 
detalls of every particular event, and show 
the exact relation of it to the events In a 
preceding life; but we do know that the 
relationship exists, for it Is seen by many 
souls who have advanced far enough to eee 
those things in their own lives. So those 
of us who are not yet sufficiently edvanced 
in our own soul's growth to do this, withre- 
gard to the details of our own past, can still 
see, from what these more advanced ones 
tell ue, how wise and reasonabie such a 
law is, and can apply ite principles to our 
own lives, and to the liyes of others, and 
s0 reach an understanding of the work- 
ing of such a law; and thus we can help 
ourselves and others to live by it, and be 
cheered and encouraged by the comfort 
it brings. 

So, In any given case, while we may not 
khow what was done if a past life to make 
the passing-on at a certain time neceasary 
nor precisely the acts in other lives tha 
have resulted in certain losses, or griefs, 
or limitations, or in certain opportunities 
and successes in this one, we do know that 
all these things are the results of causes 
set up by ourselves and others in other 
lives—that all these results, all these vary- 
ing qualities and characteristics—al] are 
inwoven threads of the great law of cause 
and effect—the great law taught by Christ 
when he eaid, “not a sparrow falls to the 
ground without your Father’’—and when he 
likewise said, ‘as ye sow, 60 must ye alse 
reap." 

Now, as it is clear enough to the com- 
monest observation, that many do not reap 
, What they sow in any one given life, the 
reaping has been generally supposed to 
take place either in “heaven” or in “hell,” 
But Christ's parables and similes were not 
mattera of fancy. They conveyed illustra- 
tions complete of their kind, and full of 
inner meanings. So here, in ¢his one, see 
how perfect is the analegy, when applied 
to the law of re-incarnation, Nature's 
reaping is always dene in the field where 
the planting was made; and thus it fa in our 
lives, What we have eowed in the material 
or physical world, we shall reap in that 
world; what we sow in the astral world 
is reaped in the astral world; what we 
sow in the mental or spiritual worlds, fe 
reaped in those worlds. So th&t is another 
Feason why successive physica] lives are 
necessary—because we are continually set- 
ting up causes on the physica] plane that 
can only be worked out on that plane; 
and then, as so many of them fail to be 
reaped in the same life in which they were 
sown. we have to come back toe “settle the 
account,’’ as it were. 

Now, you very naturally ask, where do 
our souls start from, on this long pilgrim- 
age, and what is the end and object of it? 
I cannot answer that question fully, with- 
out going into some very essential points 
concerning the nature of God and His re- 
lation to the external, or manifested uni- 
verse, for this nature and evolution of man 
is a part both of God and of His universe. 
But in brief, the answer may be given as 
follows: 

Each soul starts as a ray, or epark ef a 
ray, from God himself. At a certain st 
when He creates a universe, these rays are 
sent out, and then they have to pass 
through many conditions, and through va- 
rious stages of existence, gathering te 
themselves these different kinds of ‘“‘world- 
stuff’ I have tokd you about. And so, by 
degrees, they come “to know good from 
evil," and to enter into the very life of God 
Himself. For His universe is all a part of 
Him. And it is precisely this that is the 
end and object of the soul's pilgrimage 
through all these stages of existence; name- 
ly that it shall, itseif, become God, having 
attained to the consciousness and the self- 
existent Life of the Logos—the one Source 
of all Life. 

And, having reached this state of per- 
fected Belng, what then? Why then, !f we 
will, we may become Christs, or Savlors 
of these other souls, which, starting later, 
at different stages of the evolving worlds, 
are also on their way to the same goal. 
This is what Christ did when He “came 
down from the Father."" He had, during age 
long eternities in the past probably—before 
ever this world of our began to evolve— 
He had gone through all this wonderful 
process. He had, as it was said of Him, 
become. “‘perfect through suffering’’—-not 
the suffering of one life of 3 years only, 
which would have been a smell matter— 
but the suffering of the long process of 
evolution I have tried to give you a mere 
inkling of. And then, having known all 
the meaning and the mystery of it—having 
experienced, in Himself, the pain of esepa- 
ration from God, through these varying and 
partial manifestations of Him, He attained 
to the biiss of union, and became again 
One with the Father. And then, when souls 
growing on this world needed a reminder 
of their origin and their destiny, He again 
clothed himself in fleshly garments to show 
them ,ahe way back te God. 

“Iam the w&y, the Truth and the Life.” 
He truly said. It was not the crucified one 
who said this—it was the living Divine Son, 
already One with the Father, who said it. 
His “‘sacrifice’’ was in his life, in taking 
on again the burden of the flesh—not in hig 
death—which had nothing to do with our 
salvation. 

And there are other Great Ones, too, 
who have passed through this evolution, 
who have become perfected, and who are 
now helping the present humanity we be- 
long to, to understand these truths. These 
are the Divine Men we call Adepts, who 
are directing the Theosophical movement, 
and who are doing great work on all these 
planes—the physical, the astral, the mental! 
ang the spiritual parts of this universe. 

And on all these planes there are lesser 
helpers, not se far evolved, but still very 
pure and noble, who devote themselves to 
teaching souls needing it—ag al) souls do, 
at different stages of their growth And 
when those “die” as we call roth ho have 
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I must add a word or two jabout that tle 
of love which makes us suffer so much 
when our friends pass fore usa. it 
often means a great deal ore than it 
seems to mean. When it-is very deep and . 
strong it generally points to a past life, 
or perhaps even to many past lives, in 
which it has existed. And If it Ia strong | 
enough to have brought ~~ together 
through many lives in the’ past, it will

N the world there are 1500 eubmarine ca- 
| ble lines, with an aggregate length of 
170,000 miles. These connecting links 
between continents cost the world some- 
thing Ike $260,000,000, but they have netted 
returns of more than $250,000,000,000 by estab- 
lishing quick communication with all parts 
of the world. 
| By means of them béenighted Africa holds 
| converse with Wurope end Amorica, and 
the news of the ancient civilisation of Asia 
is brought to our doors with a rapidity 
that shames the wind, 

Supplemented by the land wires, the to- 
tal Jength of all the telegraphic linea In the 
world is estimated at 885,000 miles, These, 
with their single wires or conductors, swell 
the eum t© 3,600,000 miles, with a total an- 
nual number of messages of over 365,000,000, 
or more than 1,000,000a day. All this has 
been accomplished since the short line in 
the shallow water of the English channel 
was laid tn 1851. Now every nation has 
swift communication with every other na- 
tion on the globe. 

Nearly a score of cables have been laid 
under waters of the Atlantic. Thirteen 
of the teen designed te connect the 
United States with Europe are in success- 
ful operation. Three others cross the com- 
paratively narrow sea between Afriag and 
South America. The Indian Ocean, Red 
Sea, Mediterranean, entire Afrivan oneast, 
eastern Asiatic coast and nearly all of that 
of South America, are all cabled together 
in one gigantic chain. Even the western 
coast of the United States has been con- 
nected with that of the southern continent 
of the Western Hemisphere.

Pearance. There was something in the gerv- 
ice return that aroused my suepicions and 
lL appointed @ young lawyer to Investigate 
the facts, promising him good fee for hia 
work. He made the investigation and 
learned that the wife was confined in an 
insane asylum, The plaintiff heard of the 
investigation and never called the case for 
trial, It was dismissed for want of prose- 
eution. He had come into court with his 
petition, knowing that his wife was not in 
a fit condition to defend it. He knew his 
case would be put on the defanit docket 
and he hoped to precure a divorce on his 
own prejudiced showing. The investiga- 
tion balked bis scheme. 

“I recall another case shewing the im- 
portanee of a therough Investigation in ex 
parte cases. A husband sued his wife for 
a divorce on the ground that she had de- 
serted him. The case was placed on the 
default decket and, when it came up for 
hearing, the plaintiff and his mether testi- 
fled that he had not quarreled with his wife 
or had any trouble of any kind with her, 
but that she left suddenly without any 
cause. The character of the evidence did 
not sult me and I continued the case two 
weeks. Meanwhile, I caused an attorney to 
make an tmvestigation of the facts, which 
revealed that the defendant had left the 
piaintif? because he had beaten her very 
severeiy. I refused the divorce. I could 
enumerate a hundred cases of this char- 
acter in which investigations have proved 
to me that divorces were not merited. If 
investigation has worked so well in a few 
cases, will it not work in all? 

“In 1865, the General Assembly of Mis. 
souri passed a law, prohibiting divorced 
persons from marrying within three years 
aiter the decree of the court had been en- 
tered, unless the court should permit them 
to do so by a especial order. This law was 


repealed in 1885. But notwithstanding the 
opposition of the General Assemb.y, I am 
in favor of this law and believe it should 
be re-enacted. It wou.d be a galutary re- 
striction on divorce licenses and would keep 
many men and women out of court who 
seek to have the healing balm of a legal 
feeparation applied to their domestic 
wounds, The motive whigh actuates many 
applicants for a divorce is the wish to rid 
themselves af existing ailiances that they 
may contract others. I have known many 
gases where men and women have gone 
fiirectly from the court room where 4di- 
vorces had been granted them to the mar- 
riage license office to obtain the formal 
permission of the law to enter other matri- 
monial relations. 

“But if such a proceeding were impos- 
sible; if divorced persons were compelled by 
law to wait three years before again re- 
suming marital obligations, the dreary 
grind of the divorce mill would be con- 
Siderably lessened every year. Let the 
motive be removed and the desire to in- 
dulge in the luxury of a divorce wilt be 
ee os = R .

“Sometimes divorces are sought on 
grounds of infidelity only and sometimes 
they are asked in plain cases of desertion. 
But these are only exceptions. At a rule, 
an incampatibility of temper is responsible 
for the divorce proceeding. It may be 
covered by alliegatioms of desertion, cruelty 
and mon-support. And, if the parties at the 
beginning of their disagreements had only 
nestied more closely to each other instead 
of drawing more widelyyapart as the days 
went by, the unhappy denovement of the 
divorce petition would never have followed 
and their domestic happiness would have 
been preserved with all its early charms 
and pleasures 

“I shaiji not attempt to fix the responet- 
bility for domestic disagreements in the 
majority of cases. Sometimes it belongs 
to the wife; sometimes to the husband. 
Perhaps, as wives file two-thirde of the 
divorce cases, I should say that husbands 
are responsible for two-thirds of the marital 
discord. But I shall not. 

“Disagreements in a home may begin 
with the wife and culminate with wrong 
conduct on the husband's part. It rarely, 
if ever, happens that the wife is wholly to 
blame; and the husband is not always the 
guilty party. Both are responsible for the 
mommy sl condition, because neither has 
treated the other with the proper con- 
sideration and been animated by a spirit of 
forbearance and charity.”

Out of 
700,000 people in St. Louis some 25,000 are 
members of the various Protestant Evan- 
gelical Churches.

“Certainly more people go to the theater 
on Sunday than on any other day.

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Huntington, Leland Stanford and the 
Crockers, the prespectors and builders of 
the great Union and Centra) Pacific rail- 
road lines. There were large financial] op- 
erations in connection with these roads, 
in which Durkee took part. A little his- 
tory of these transactions is necessary here. 

The construction of these lines was un- 
dertaken by private capital In the year 
1900. A few hundred miles of road were 
bullt, and then the promoters came to the 
end of their means and credit The bonds 
with wh.ch they had paid contractors and 
which they offered to raise money for fur- 
ther construction went begging at 15 cents 
on’ the dollar. The promoters went to 
Washington and asked Congress for help. 
In’ 1862 an act was passed and its terms 
were these: 

United States bonds to the amount of $16,- 
000 were to be issued and paid to the rail- 
road companies for each mile of road com- 
pleted. These were 30-year 6 per cent bonds. 
They conctituted a mortgage on the roads. 

The act permitted the companies to is- 
sue an egral amount of their own bonds, 
which would be a prior and paramount 
lien to the Government's loan. That is to 
say, the company’s issue was a first mort- 
gage and the Government's issue a second 
mortgage upon the lines. 

The companies were bound by two con- 
ditions. First. to settle up all existing 
bonded or floating debt, and second to is- 
gue their prior and paramount lien bonds 


‘Only as of “even amount, tenor, date and 


time of maturity”’ as those issued by the 
United States. 

In compliance with these conditions, Gov. 
Durkee, acting for himself and others, 
bought up and held outstanding construc- 
tion bonds of the railroad companies. For 
these he was to receive the company’s 
“prior and paramount’ bonds. He did re- 
ceivo them, practically to the amount of 
the entire issue. The amount actually held 
by him at the time of the ccmpletion of the 
roads, in 1869, was $64,623,512. 


a director in several 
banks and corporations. He may be called 
to testify in the Durkee sult. 

When Gov. ‘Durkee died, in 1870, all these 
bonds were in the possession of the Metro- 
politan Nationa] Bank of New York. -He 
told his wife on his deathbed of his having 
given these bonds, in a tin box, into the 
custody of the bank. The box was found 
in the bank, but it was empty. Al] trace 
of the bonds wae lost for fourteen years. 

After the Grant & Ward crash the Metro- 
politan Bank went down, in 1834. Its af- 
fairs come into the hands of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. Charles J. Folger 
was then Secretary of the Treasury and 
Willlam Lawrence was Comptroller. They 
discovered among the bank’s assets the 
whole of these Durkee bonds. They had 
been pledged by the Metropolitan Bank to 
secure ite own loans, but Mr. Folger ob- 
tained evidence of the actual] ownership of 
the securities and recovered them. 

Frank Head, the administrator of the 
estate of Durkee, meanwhile had settled ti 
and filed his final accounts. Mr. Durkee’s 
widow hed obtained about $15,000 as her 
full settlement of her share in the pro- 
ceeds in the estates of her supposed-to-be- 
millionaire husband. Her children had re- 
ceived amounts in like proportion. Legacies 
of large sums to educational and charitable 
purposes were, of course, unpaid, for there 
was no money to pay. The legacies, how- 
ever, show that Durkee believed himself to 
be rich. 

Leonard C. Blaisdell of Champaign, I1., 
whose wife was one of Durkee’s heirs, 
went to Washington and had an interview 
with Secretary Folger, Comptroller Law- 
rence and other treasury officials, concern- 
ing the recovery, by Durkee’s heirs, of the 
securities. The secretary told him that the 
bonds without doubt were the lawful prop- 
erty of the Durkee family. 

It remained only, so Mr. Folger tdla Mr. 
Blaisdell. for him to present a power of at- 
torney for all the heirs and the bonds 
would be delivered, 


Mr. Blaisdell set about getting the au- 
authorization. While he was so engaged 
Mr. Folger went out of office. When Blais- 
dell presented himself at the United States 
Treasury to claim the bonds no trace of 
the securities could be found. They had 
vanished. Nor have they ever been dis- 
covered since. None has been offered in 
the public markets, 


Securities of a par value of $64.000.000 had 
been swallowed up in some unknown gulf. 
The treasury officials could give no expila- 
nation. Doubt was even raised as to the 
fact that the bonds ever existed. The court 
of claims was appealed to by Mr. Blaisdell, 
who has died since the filing of the suit, in 


1893. 
M built by Huntington, Crocker, 
Stanford and others, with Durkee’s 
help—the Union Pacific, Centra] Pacific, 
Western Pacific, Kansas Pacific, Central 
Branch and Sioux City & Pacific—had be- 
come the Union and Central Pacific system. 
The time for settling with the Government 
began to loom up. . 


The disappearance of the Durkee bonds, 
if they should remain lost, would profit to 
the extent of principal and accrued interest, 
the companies on whose property they were 
a first mortgage, and hence to the holders 
of other and “junior’ bonds and shares. 
It Is alleged by the Durkee heirs that oer- 
tain treasury employes and officials, who 
left the Government soor after the disap- 
pearance of the Durkee bonds, became rich 
men in their homes tn @‘fferent parts of the 
country. 


It is asserted by Mr. C. A. Nimocks of 
Minneapolis, an expert accountant, who 
has gone over the treasury records In thls 
case of the Durkee heirs, that the bonds 
found their way Into the hards of persons 
heavily interested in the Pacific railway 
companies, and that the persons who as- 
sisted tn this “recovery” were rewarded 
for that important service. 

Mr. Nimocks discovered In his investiga- 
tion that another issue of bonds, purport- 
ing to be the “prior and paramount lien” 
upon the Pacific railroads, was in exist- 
ence. As Mr. Nimocks puts it, “The com- 
panies, having ascertained that these Dur- 
kee bonds were missing, have undertaken 
to palm off on the public an issue of bonds 
amounting to nearly $100,000,000, which are 
entirely different from the bonds author-

ized."" The fact appears to be that the 
“other” bonds were issued long before this 
time. 


The amount is very much too large, for 
the sum of these bonds could be, under the 
act, mo greater than that of the second 
mortgage issue of the United States. Their 
Gates differ from the dates of the United 
States issue, contrary, to the provisions of 
the same act of 1862. The time of maturity 
also differs. 


Moreover, this issue consists of coupon 
bonds. To be of “even tenor’ with the 
United States act authorizing them, these 
bonds should be registered like the United 
States issue, 


These facts, Nimocks says, were wéll 
known to Attorney-Genéral McKenna in 
1897, during the foreclosure of the mort- 
gages on the Pacific railroads at Omaha. 
The Attorney-General, in referring to these 
bonds, stated that they were the original 
“prior and paramount lien’’ bonds, and he 
added that the owners of the “prior and 
paramount lien” bonds must be ascertained 
and paid off. 


J. Pierpont Morgam, three years before 
this, had brought suit at Omaha in the 
United States Court, as the holder of this 
new issue, to foreclose their mortgage in 
the Pacific roads. He was non-suited for 
the same reason advanced. by the Attorney- 
General In the later suit; that is, that Mr. 
Morgan's holdings were not the “prior and 
Daramount lien,” because they did not an- 
swer the description in any way. 


Other evidence against the status of these 
bonds was discovered by the Ireasurw De- 
partment itself. The acts of Congress re- 
quiring the Secretary of the Treasury to 
purchase the bonds of these companies to 
be set aside for a sinking fund, he bought 
a large number of the securities, purport- 
ing to be of the “prior and paramount 
lien” issue. He discovered that there had 
been an overissue in the several series of 
these bonds; that their total, as shown by 
the numbers on the bonds themgelves, was 
greater than the act authorized, viz., $16,- 
000 per mile of road for the particular 
branches built. For instance, the issue for 
one branch might be $2,000,000; that would 
be two thousand $1000 bonds. If he got a 
bond numbered 008 the Secretary of the 
Treasury held that the bond colud not be 
valid. When this was discovered the 
Treagury Department got out of that part 
of the difficulty tn a peculiar manner. If 
the overissued bonds which he held were 
unauthorized, they were worthless. Never- 


thelemas the Treasury officials kept that 
knowledge to themselves and sent the 
doubtful numbered bonds back to the sub- 
treasury in New York with orders that 
they te marketed and sold. This was done. 

The |Treasury Departmen. made another 
peculiar discovery about these so-called 
“prior and paramount” bonds. In the bedy 
or text of the bond appeared the words 
“payable in lawful money of the Unite 
States,’’ Stamped upon the face with a 
rubber stamp appeared the words “interest 
payable in gold.” Jyst ahead of these words 
the words “principal and” had been printed 
with another rubber stamp in ink of an- 
other color and at a subsequent time. Al- 
together it read “principal and interest pay- 
able in gold.” 


On tee back ef the bonds, printed tn an 
irregular manner, was the legend, ‘These 
bonds |are a prior and a paramount lien 
to that of the United States.” This was 
evidently added after the bonds were origi- 
nally printed. If they actually were a prior 
and paramount Men, it is reasonable to as- 
sume, in Mr. Nimocks’ opinion, that ‘ths 
fact would be set forth tn the original text 
of the, bonds. If a note of hand Is ajtered 
or chal ged It becomes invalid, and it is the 
contention of Mr. Nimocks that this rule 
applies to these bonds and that they ac- 
tually jare worthless and fraudulent, 

At all events, there has been a large 
quantity of these bonds in the Treasury 
of the United States, held as a sinking 
fund, |bought at their supposed market 
value with the public money. These bonds 
pa‘'d interest semi-annually. Other bonds 
to the amount of about $26,000,000—that its 
the amount of the overissue above the $64,- 
000,000 authorized by Congress—have been 
in the hands of private investors, They 
were retired under recent reorganizations. 
They seem to have passed current for what 
they are represented to be. Very strange 
thing. 

No Secretary of the Treasury ever 
thought it expedient to request the Attor- 
ney-General to pass upon the legality and 
validity of these bonds, when the fact that 
they were not what they purported to De 
was known and contended by the head of 
the department of justice.

CARE OF THE TEETH. 
By George P. Holmes, D. D. &. 


| | vo the mother must naturally de- 


volves the duty of caring for the 

teeth of children, and upon the care 
she bestows depends, in a great measure, 
the future health of the child's teeth. 

Between the ages of 6 months and 2 
years, the. period of first dentition, decay 
seldom oecurs. From the time of their erup- 
tion baby’s teeth should be kept clean by 
the use of the fingers or a soft cloth. 
From this early care the child will come to 
reward cleansing the teeth a necessity. 
Disease of the gums will follow neglect. 
After the age of 2 years the teeth should 
be examined regularly by a dentist for cav- 
ities. 

The first teeth are as important for mas- 
tication as the second. With bad teeth the 
child will swallow its food without suffi- 
clent mastication. 

For the adult clealiness is the most im- 
portant item in preserving the teeth. The 
loss of teeth by disease of the gums is 
mostly brought on by neglect of cleanli- 
ness, which allows tartar to accumulate 
and is the cause of loss of as many teeth as 
decay. Such accumulations engender dis- 
eases of the gums. One of the firet symp- 
toms of such disease that will be recog- 
nized is bleeding. A heaithy gum will not 
bleed from the use of the brush. 


Tartar is a precipitate from the saliva, 
and can only be kept off by vigorous use of 
the brush as it gathers from day to day. 
If not removed, it gradually hardene and 
works beneath the free margin of the gums, 
inducing inflammation. of the soft surround- 
ing tissues. If allowed to continue the ieeth 
will begin to loosen and be lost ultimately, 
perhaps, without a derhy. The dsease 
around the teeth may be a slight gingivitis 
or perricementitis or more virulent pyor- 
rhea alveolaris. The competent dentist can 
successfully treat such-diseases, except it 
be the latter in an advanced stage. 

All other diseases of the teeth readily 
yield to treatment by the competent dentist, 
he extraction of teeth is seldom neces- 
sary. The dentist who extracts many teeth 
nowadays must lack the skill to save or de- 
Sire from mercenary motives. In closing 
this short article I must again refer to the 
importance of cleanlinees. If the mouths 


of the people were promptly and intelli- 
Bently cared for, all carious and diseased - 


teeth taken care of or removed and the 
proper use of the brush, accompanied with 
antiseptic solution, I do not doubt the per- 
cetage of diseases would be very material- 
ly reduced, 

The temperature of the mouth being al- 
ways high, the accumulations around the 
teeth supply the culture media and provide 
for the propagation of bacter.al 
germs of all kinds. 
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SPRING FEVER.

This is the season for spring fever to 
manifest itself. This is a disease that is 
due entirely to climatic changes, and there 
is only one thing that is needed to drive it 
from the system. That is exercise—brisk 


and lots of it. 

When the sun shines out brightly and it 
is warm and pleasant, after the cold of 
winter, a feeling of lassitude almost al- 
Ways attacks people. One is not sick, but 
he has “that tired feeling’ until his bones 
fairly ache. The first thought is that he 
needs something in the medical line. But 
he does not. Get out and take a long, vig- 
orous walk, or do something else and keep 
it up until the perspiration comes from the 
pores. Don't stop there. Keep on until 
you become tired in reality, and then when 
you get rested you will find that the spring 
fever has departed. 

TOBACCO HEART. 
By Dr. F.*L. Deck. 

HE disease known as “tobacco heart” 

ih ie on the increase. A pecullar fact 

about this malady is that it is not 

necessarily accompanied by a sick stomach, 

as is generally supposed. The person who 

smokes his first cigar or indulges in the 

first chew of tobacco is invariably over- 

come by a cardiac depression. Muscular 

relaxation or weakness sets in and perspira- 
tion follows. 

But tobacco heart is not due to a eingle 
over-jndulgence, but by the habitual use of 
tobacco to the utmost limit of tolerance. 

The effect upon the heart is to cause a 
condition of irregularity, the heart skipping 
a beat from six to 10 or more per minute. 

Occasionally the victim is subject to faint- 
ing spells and complete physical prostra- 
tion. 

If the case is not too far advanced 
atrophine acts as a potent remedy. This 
drug should never be used except on the 
udvice of an experienced physician, as it 
contains the most dangerous ingredients. 

DRY FEET.

K EEPING the feet dry during the 
rainy spring season, though an im- 
portant adjunct to health, is often 

extremely difficult. Many persons dislike 

to Wear overshoes. 

I Knew an old physicia®%: whose footgear 
always had a fine polish, even in rainy 
weather, end were impervious to the water. 
Hi's plan was this: 

He melted one pound each of rosin and 
tallow together. While the mixture was 
still hot he applied to his shoes with a 
paint brush After this coating had dried. 
a day or two later, he mixed once ounce 
of mellid beeswax and a tablespoonful of 
turpentine and lampblack. This he applied 
to the shoes.

CONCERNING TEETH. 
By Dr. W. T. Murray. 


ISBASES which profoundly affect 
T) nutrition, influence the development 
of the teeth. Since the growth of 
the teeth is mainly limited to the age of 
childhood, their condition is especially in- 
fluenced by children's diseases. Faulty nu- 
trition, or severe wasting illness, show 
themselves nowhere more prominently than 
in the development of the bones and teeth. 
On the other hand, good health in children 
plays a very important part in producing 
a healthful and robust manhood, or woman- 
hood. Decaying and loosened teeth directly 
favor imperfect mastication and conse- 
quent indigestion. 

Indigestion favors poor nutrition. It 
causes the secretions of the mouth to be- 
come acid in reactlon—perversion of the 
normal reaction of the galiva, which at- 
tacks the teeth and favors rapid decay. 

Care shguld be exercised in the selection 
of children’s food, but in order to insure 
to children a healthy bodily developme 
and protect them from the evils of seffise- 
quent attacks of indigestion, there must be 
something more than a correction of their 
diet. The teeth should be filled. This 
guards agatnet disease of the alveolar pro- 
cess. or the bony portion of the jaw, into 
which the rooc of the teeth are inserted, 
against an unsymmetrical growth of the 
ja itseif, and against. an involvement of 
thaf second toeoth, just developing beneath

body. 

When the tonsils are primarily affected 
the inflammation differs very little from 
acuet follicular tonsillitis. Inthecase of the 
pharynx rapid swelling occurs, and the 
uvula—the little red lobe pendent from the 
soft palate in the back of the mouth—may 
be greatly elongated and thickened to the 
size of te little finger. The swelling is often 
distinguished by a bluish discoloration. 
After a few days, if suppuration does not 
set in, the swelling subsides, leaving the 
mucous membrane wrinkled. But the in- 
flammation may spread down to the larynx. 
Sometimes, but rarely, it extends upward 
to the nasal passages, and even to the 
membranes of the brain. 

In the majority of cases of septic pharyn- 
gitis the inflammatory process leave the 
pharynx in a few hours or days and ex- 
tends downwards to the tarnyx.

the St. Louis City Hospital. 


AMUEL BURRIS, a patient at the City 
S Hospital, is a physica] wonder—a pu3- 
zle to the physicians of that institu- 
tion, 
He is 7 feet high, and weighs 295 pounds, 
yet he is feeble as a child. 
Six years ago he was accounted one of 
the strongest men in Kansas. He could 
lift 400 pounds with little effort. 


To-day his muscular power is nearly nil. 

Burris is 38 years old. His chest measures 
H inches, and he is 42 inches around the 
waist. 
3% feet long. 

This curiosity wears a No. 11 shoe, and 
a hat 7% in size. 


The doctors say he is afflicted with neu- 
resthenla in mild form. He complains of 
nervousness, though he sleeps well and his 
appetite is unimpaired. In fact, he consumes 
twice the food of an ordinary patient. 

His weakness was shown in a test with 
Tarry Whelan, an attendant at the hos- 
pital. A short roller towel was secured. 
One end was thrown over Burris’ head. 
Whelan pulled at one end and Burris resist- 
ed at the other. In 26 seconds Whelan, who 
is a pigmy beside Burris, had overcome his 
opponent and had pulled him the length of 
the ward, a distance of BD feet.

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HE operation on the eyes of a blind 
7 girl in Minneapolis, performed by C. 
H. Kohler, in which was involved the 
transfer of parts of a living rabbit's eyes 
to the blind sockets of the girl, has been 
pronounced a success, and it is believed the 
girl’s sight will be restored. She had been 
blind in one eye for 15 years, and totally 
blind for six years. 


The transference of the eye of an ‘ani- 
mal to the socket of a human being to re- 
store sight has been one of the dreams of 
surgery. As for as appearances go the 
operation has been successfully performed 
a number of times; the eye—usually that 
of a rabbit—grew into place, and t mus- 
cles united, but never was the patient able 
to see. It was a better substitute than a 
glass eye, but of no more use as far as 
vision goes. The optic nerve of the hu- 
man being and the animal refuse to make 
practical connection. 

In the case of Dr. Kohler’s patient it was 
not necessary to substitute the whole of the 
rabbit’s eye. The patient, a young woman 
about 30 years old, whose home is in North 
Dakota, lost the sight of one eye 15 years 
ugo. Soon after the other eye was attacked 
sympathetically. Every effort was made 
to arrest the progress of the disease, but 
without avail, and six years ago the young 
woman resigned herself to absolute and, as 
the doctors told her, hopeless blindness.
